For many years a number of people of Landrum descent 
have been engaged in research about the Landrum family in 
America. My own research started with an examination of 
census, military service and pension records at National 
Archives in Washington and with an examination of data at 
the D.A.R. and Congressional libraries in Washington. In 
October, 1966, Maj. Gen. James E. Landrum, U. S. Army 
Ret.. loaned me his files on the Landrum family contained in 
correspondence with his Landrum relatives, and he also gave 
me the name of Mrs. Flossie Asay of Provo, Utah. Mrs. Asay, 
who has done extensive research at the Genealogical Library 
maintained by the Church of Jesus Christ of Latter Day 
Saints (hereinafter ‘“‘L.D.S.”) in Salt Lake City, has been 
most cooperative in making available to me the extensive data 
on the Landrum family which she has accumulated over a 
number of years and has done considerable additional re- 
search to answer questions I have asked her. 

Perhaps the most diligent Landrum researcher has been 
Miss Miriam Gordon Landrum of Austin, Texas; and her 
letters giving the results of her research are now in the Ray 
Research Collection at the L.D.S. Genealogical Library. This 
Collection, consisting of 127 volumes of genealogical data 
compiled by Worth Stickley Ray and his wife, Marie Worton 
Ray. on their genealogical lines, contains data from many 
sources. I have examined this Collection and other data per- 
taining to the Landrum family at the Genealogical Library. 

My own Landrum research has included an examination of 
records at the Georgia Department of Archives and History 
in Atlanta and at the North Carolina Department of History 
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Chapter 3 


Earliest Landrums in America 


It may now be said with reasonable certitude that the first 
Landrums in America were two brothers, John and James 
Landrum, who arrived in America in about 1688 and lived 
in present Essex County, Virginia. Most of the Landrums in 
America are descended from these two brothers. 

Reports of Landrums in America prior to John and James 
Landrum of Essex County are the result of confusion be- 
tween the names Landrum and Landman. The Landmans 
arrived in Virginia earlier than the Landrums and lived in 
the part of now extinct Rappahannock County north of the 
Rappahannock River. The Landrum brothers settled in the 
part of Rappahannock County south of the river which be- 
came Essex County. The confusion arose from reading the 
similar names in old barely legible records pertaining to the 
two families that lived in the same county at the same time. 
This confusion was compounded by a surprising similarity ol 
first names. John Landman’s wife was named Jane, and he 
had a son named Thomas, while living on the other side of 
the Rappahannock River at the same time was John Landrum 
whose wife was named Jane and who had a son named 
Thomas. However, contrary to what has been reported,' 
there is no record of John Landman having a brother named 
James, and there is no record of him having a son named 
John, as did John Landrum of Essex County. 

In view of the prevalence of the belief that John and James 
Landrum had a father in America,’ it is deemed appropriate 
to set forth in detail information about the early Landmans 
and the reports of Landrums prior to John and James Land- 
rum of Essex County. The earliest record of a Landrum in 
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America comes from records of the 
1626, just 19 vears after the first per 
ment in America. The Minute Boo 
eral Court of Virginia, 
ginia Magazine of History, contains the following entries: 
“At Court of James Cyttie, May 8, 1626: 

“John Jacksone beinge one of the Guardi 
Buck's children* * *further sayeth yt he herde Mary 
Landrum say yt she herde John Dyers save yt Mr, 
Buck did owe him some money.”’3

The theory of a Landrum being in 
1626 was exploded by Miriam Gordon 
examination of a photostat of the original 
disclosed that the name was Mary Landman rather than 
Mary Landrum.* Miriam Gordon Landrum advanced the 
theory that the “wydow,” Mary Landman, was the mother 
of John and William Landman of Old Rappahannock County, 
who will now be discussed.

A deed cease Vv 
John Landman on April 29, 1689 shows him to be the son 
of William Landman.' A lease of land in Richmond County 
dated April 17, 1693 shows John Landman of Essex pee 
as married to Jane Landman and that they had a son name 
Thomas.'* This appears to be the only record soetiny a 
John Landman with a wife named Jane and a son named 
Thomas, and it may be that the name was Landrum rather 
than Landman. From these records it mav be deduced that 
John and William Landman were brothers who settled north 
of the Rappahannock River about 1648; that John Lace 
died childless about 1662; that William Landman died ast 
1073 leaving a widow named Ann and a son named eee 
and that John Landman, son of William, had a wife name 
ane and ¢ named Thomas. - 
Eun continued to execute deeds pertaining to 
land in Richmond County for several years alter John Land- 
rum is known to have been living in Essex County. Richmond 
County records show instruments executed by John sera 
on April 16, 1692.

March 15 and 16, 1694/5.'° Landmans continued to live in 
Virginia long after the Landrums arrived. 

At one time Miriam Gordon Landrum subscribed to the 
theory that John and James Landrum of Essex County were 
sons of a William Landrum whose widow, Ann, married 
Thomas Short in 1673.'© However, letters she wrote to 
Mrs. Asay in 1961 show that she had come around to the 
same conclusion as Mrs. Asay, which was that the Landrums 
and Landmans were separate families. 

There is really no evidence that John and James Landrum 
were sons of a William Landrum whose widow married 
Thomas Short. There is nothing to support the theory except 
the similarity of the names of two men, John Landman and 
John Landrum, living in the same general area at the same 
time and the coincidence that each had a wife named Jane 
and a son named Thomas. On the other hand, there is strong 
evidence that the Landmans and Landrums were separate 
unrelated families, the Landmans living north of the Rappa- 
hannock River and the Landrums living south of the river. In 
several branches of the Landrum family there is a tradition 
that the Landrums were descended from two brothers, John 
and James Landrum, who migrated to America and lived in 
Virginia, but no version of this tradition has their father liv- 
ing in America. It is simply incredible that there could be so 
specific a tradition about the two brothers without any men- 
tion of their father if he had come to America also. 

So much for the Landman-Landrum mixup. I now return 
to the account of John and James Landrum of Essex County. 
The earliest record of them is a deed dated December 8, 
1688 recorded in now extinct Rappahannock County con- 
veying to John Landrum 160 acres of land on the southeast 
side of Occupacia Run south of the Rappahannock River in 
present Essex Countv.'? As explained later in Chapter 4, 
there is reason to believe that these brothers arrived in Amer-

ica in 1688. John Landrum sold the land on Occupacia Run 
by deed dated February 4, 1695 which was executed by him 
and his wife, Jane.'* The earliest record of James Landrum 
is as a witness to the will of Martin Johnson of Essex County 
executed on January 11, 1693.9 The “quit rents” roll of 
Essex County for 1704 lists John Landrum as having 300 
acres and James Landrum as having 100 acres.”” 

The will of Martin Johnson, recorded in Essex County in 
September 1694, devised his real estate “to my grand son-in- 
law, John Evans, and to my loving friend, Jane Landrum, 
now wife of John Landrum, to them and their heirs equally 
divided between them.’?! The relation of Jane Landrum to 
Martin Johnson and John Evans does not appear. It is ap- 
parent, however, that the Landrum family was closely asso- 
ciated with Martin Johnson and the Evans family. Martin 
Johnson's will provided that John Evans was not to have his 
share until he reached 23 years of age and named John Land- 
rum as his guardian. The John Evans mentioned in the 
Martin Johnson will was the son of a John Evans who died 
in 1692 and had been married to Elizabeth Veale, daughter 
of William Veale.22. Upon the death of John Landrum in 
1707/8, his minor son, John, was left in the care of John 
Evans.?> 

It is reported that Jane Landrum was the daughter of John 
Evans (obviously the older John Evans) and the grand- 
daughter of Martin Johnson, but it seems strange that 
Martin Johnson’s will refers to her as “loving friend”’ rather 
than as his granddaughter. One possibility is that the attor- 
nev who wrote the will neglected to find out the relationship 
between the testator and Jane Landrum. The relationship of 
Martin Johnson to the other beneficiary under his will poses 
more of a puzzle. The phrase “my grand son-in-law,”’ while 
not clear in meaning, suggests that John Evans was the hus- 
band of Martin Johnson's granddaughter, but. if so, why 
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would he leave half of his estate to a husband who was so 
young and immature as to require a guardian instead of 
leaving the property to the granddaughter herself? The cir- 
cumstance that John Evans’ share was left in care of a guard- 
ian strongly suggests that John Evans was too young and im- 
mature to be married. 

The answer to this puzzle is to be found in the historical 
meaning of ‘‘-in-law.”” This term, which first appears in writ- 
ten English in the fourteenth century, was originally attached 
to relationships such as father. mother, brother, sister, son, 
etc., to indicate that the relationship was not by blood, but 
in the eyes of the Canon Law with reference to the degrees 
of affinity within which marriage was prohibited. Originally 
the suffix, ‘‘-in-law,” was used to designate not only its 
present meaning of a relative by marriage but also those re- 
lationships that are now designated by the prefix, ‘‘step-,” 
so that “son-in-law” was then used to refer to a step-son, 
“father-in-law” was used to refer to a step-father, etc.25 
That “‘-in-law’’ was used in Essex County in colonial times 
to mean “‘step-” is shown by another Essex County record 
pertaining to Landrums where the term ‘“‘mother-in-law”’ is 
used for “‘step-mother.’’*° 

It seems likely that John Evans who was designated in the 
will as “my grand son-in-law” was the step-son of the de- 
ceased daughter of Martin Johnson and the half brother of 
Jane Landrum. This means that Jane Landrum was the 
daughter of the older John Evans and his first wife who was 
the daughter of Martin Johnson, while the younger John 
Evans was the son of the older John Evans and his second 
wife, Elizabeth Veale. 

John Landrum died in 1707.8, and his will was probated 
in Essex County on Mav 10, 1708.27 At that time Thomas 
Short (probably Thomas Short. Jr., the son of the man who 
married the widow of William Landman) was made admin- 
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istrator of the estate of John Landrum by order of the Court 
of Essex County, the explanation being that the deceased 
John Landrum was “‘debtor to Thomas Short.’’** 

James Landrum married Mary Browne, daughter of Wil- 
liam and Elizabeth Browne, of Essex County, in 1696.7 
James Landrum’s will was probated in Essex County on 
December 18, 1739, and the will of his widow, Mary 
(Browne) Landrum, was probated in Essex County on May 
21, 1754.3! 

Before taking up the descendants of John and James Land- 
rum of Essex County I will now set out the available infor- 
mation about other Landrums who migrated from overseas 
and settled in America during colonial times. 

Rev. William Bibb Landrum was an itinerant Methodist 
preacher in Kentucky for 50 years. His ‘‘Life and Travels,” 
published in 1878, shows that he was the son of Reuben 
Landrum who was born in Fluvanna County, Virginia, in 
1777, the grandson of Rev. Francis Landrum who was born 
in Essex County, Virginia, in 1739, and the great grandson 
of James Landrum (1703-1788). According to family records, 
this James Landrum married Rachel Ramsay in St. McCarin’s 
Church in Clogher, County Tyrone, Ireland. An examination 
of the marriage register of St. McCarin’s Church in Clogher, 
made by one of his descendants, disclosed that James Land- 
rum married Rachel Ramsay on March 21. 1725.° This 
record is no longer in existence, as the Ulster records were 
destroved by fire in 1922. 

It is known that the original James Landrum of Essex 
County had a son named James, and the theorv has been ad- 
vanced that the James Landrum who married Rachel Ramsay 
in Northern Ireland in 1725 was the son of James Landrum 
of Essex County. However, there is not the slightest evidence 
to support this theorv, and it is simplv incredible that the 
William Bibb Landrum family would have the information 
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father of Thomas Landrum, the Revolutionary War soldier 
who moved from Orange County, Virginia, to Oglethorpe 
County, Georgia, as the latter was not born until Daher 6 
1759.2 

2. Elizabeth. She married Boikenhead (possibly Bucken- 
ham) Brown.*3 

3. John. Being under age at the time of his father’s death 
in 1707/8, he was left in care of a guardian. He is identified 
as the John Landrum of Spottsylvania County, Virginia, 
who, together with his wife, Mary, executed a deed dated 
July 17, 1720 conveying a 100-acre tract in Essex County, 
described as being that tract of land left to Jane Landrum 
under the will of Martin Johnson.** This John Landrum is 
clearly identified by the deed as the son of the original John 
Landrum of Essex County and his wile, Jane. As will be seen 
later, he is the ancestor of the Landrums of Fayette County, 
Georgia. 

4. Martha. Being under age at the time of her father’s 
death, she, like John. was left in the care of a guardian. 

The children of James and Mary (Browne) Landrum of 
Essex County are as follows:*5 

1. Margaret. born about 1697.%° She married John Pitts. 

2. Mary, born about 1699. She married an Atkinson. 

3. William born about 1701. 

4. Elizabeth. born about 1703. She married an Evans. 

5. Winifred. born about 1703. She married Francis Ram- 
sey. 

6. Sarah. born about 1707. She married a Boulware. 

7. Samuel. born about 1709. He died in 1750, and his 
wife, Elizabeth. died in 1755. 

8. James. born about 1711. It is definitely known that 
James Landrum of Essex County had a son named James, 
as James is mentioned in the will of his father probated in 
1739 and the will of the widow of James Landrum probated 
in 1755. James Landrum, Jr.. is shown as a witness to a deed 
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executed by James Landrum on December 18, 1721 convey- 
ing land in Essex County.'* Note that he was born about 
1711, whereas the James Landrum who married Rachel 
Ramsay in Clogher, Ireland, in 1725 was born in 1703. 

9, Patrick, born about 1713. His wife’s name was Esther. 
His will was probated in Essex County on May 15, 1759." 

10. Dorcas. born about 1715. She married Thomas Swel- 
liphen in 1745. 

In colonial times it was customary for people to marry 
voung and have large families. The descendants of John and 
James Landrum of Essex County increased rapidly in num- 
bers and participated in the westward and southward move- 
ment of population. By the time of the Revolutionary War, 
Landrums lived not only in several tidewater Virginia coun- 
ties but also in some eight counties of piedmont Virginia and 
in at least two counties west of the Blue Ridge mountains. 
In addition, there were many Landrums living in North Car- 
olina, South Carolina and Georgia. 

Although it is generally believed that most of the Land- 
rums in America are descended from John and James Land- 
rum of Essex County. there are comparatively few Landrums 
who can trace their ancestry in an unbroken line of descent 
from these two brothers. Aside from the paucity of colonial 
records, one difficulty in tracing Landrum descent arises from 
the constant recurrence of the same given names, with the re- 
sult that one John or James or Thomas can easily be con- 
fused with another. There were at least five Revolutionary: 
War soldiers named Thomas Landrum. The frequent appear- 
ance of such common names as John, James and Thomas is 
not surprising, but the less common name of Samuel appears 
over and over, and the rather uncommon name of Reuben 
appears frequently in widely separated parts of the country. 
The recurrence of these same given names is itself evidence 
of kinship. 
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they have about their James Landrum ancestor without hav- 
ing any record connecting him with James Landrum of Essex 
County, if he had been in fact the son of James Landrum of 
Essex County and had gone to Ireland to get married. Clogher 
was a rather remote village in the interior of Northern Ire- 
land which a tidewater Virginian would be unlikely to visit. 
Nevertheless, it seems quite strange that an immigrant from 
Northern Ireland would have settled in Essex County as late 
as 1725, as by that time the immigrants from Northern Ire- 
land were settling on the much more fertile free lands farther 
west and many tidewater Virginians were leaving Essex 
County and joining the westerly movement. It is unlikely 
that a Landrum immigrant from Northern Ireland would 
have settled in Essex County at that time unless he knew 
about and was related to the Landrums of Essex County. 
The significance of a Landrum from County Tyrone settling 
in Essex County will be discussed later after more back- 
ground facts have been developed. 

The only other record indicative of a Landrum immigrating 
to Virginia during colonial times consists of an entry in the 
“Order Book” of Caroline County, Virginia, dated February 
8, 1750, wherein Thomas Landrum and other named persons 
“severly made oath that they came immediately from Great 
Britain into this Colony to dwell, and that this ye first time 
of their having proved the same in order to entitle them to 
50 acres of land according to Royal institutions, and that 
the said persons severly assign their rights to James Madison, 
Gent.””} Thomas Landrum, a lawyer and “‘parson,.” was ad- 
mitted to practice law at Port Royal, seat of Caroline County 
in 1749,% and he lived there until near his death. His will, 
executed in 1764, was probated in King George County, Vir- 
Sinia, in 1771.5 He was the father of Thomas Landrum II, 
a physician at Port Royal. It is possible, of course, that 
the Thomas Landrum who made oath in 1730 that he was a 
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recent immigrant was not an immigrant at all, but there is no 
reason for doubting that he was in fact a recent immigrant 
from Great Britain. However, the fact that he located in 
Caroline County, in the section where the descendants of 
John and James Landrum of Essex County lived, instead of 
going to the western frontier where most of the recent immi- 
grants were settling, is an indication that he knew about and 
was related to the Landrums already living in that section. 

The Revolutionary War muster roll for Cumberland 
County, Pennsylvania, covering the Fifth Battalion for Jan- 
uary 1778, lists Pvt. Robert Landrum.’” Cumberland County 
was settled largely by Scotch-Irish, and this muster roll con- 
tains many Scottish names, such as Campbell, Galloway, 
Graham, Calhoun and several Mc’s. The tax roll of Cumber- 
land County for 1778 lists Robert Birney Landrum.** The 
Cumberland County tax roll for 1780 lists him as Robert 
Lendrum.” As will be seen later, the spelling of the name 
as ‘“‘Lendrum” is of great significance. The muster roll of the 
militia of Allegheny County, Pennsylvania, for 1795 lists 
‘James Lendrum,” also shown as “‘James Lendrom.”"° 
“So much for the Landrums who migrated to America dur- 
ing colonial times. I shall now attempt to give the early de- 
scendants of the original John and James Landrum of Essex 
County. 

The children of John Landrum of Essex County in the or- 
der listed in his will are as follows: 

1. Thomas. The records of Essex County contain an in- 
ventory of the estate of Thomas Landrum dated August 16, 
1715, which indicates that he died in that year."' Although 
he was a young man at the time of his death, it is known that 
he had at least one child, as among the debts of his estate 
paid by his administrator was an amount “‘paid to Jno. Mor- 
gan for nursing his child.” He could not have been the 
Thomas Landrum who married Mary Hawkins and was the 
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Reuben’s second wife was Mary Ray. They had nine chil- 
dren as follows: 

Rev. Merriman Landrum. born July 12, 1774. He married 
Delilah Jackson. He died December 22, 1826. 

Thomas. born about 1776. 

William, born about 1778. 

Samuel, born about 1780 

John, born about 1782. 

Bessie. born about 1784. 

Esther, born about 1786. 

Winnie, born about 1788. 

Martha, born about 1790. 

Many prominent persons are descended from Reuben 
Landrum of Cross Kevs, including Rev. John Gill Landrum 
for whom the town of Landrum, South Carolina, was named 
and the latter's son, Rev. John Belton O’Neall Landrum. 

3. Joseph. Available information about him after he left 
Chatham County. North Carolina, in 1774 is set forth in 
the chapter entitled ‘Landrum Settlers in Georgia.” 

4. Charles. There is no record of him in Chatham County 
after he witnessed the deed executed by Samuel Landrum on 
April 25, 1775, and he may have left the province of North 
Carolina at the same time as Samuel Landrum. Perhaps he 
was the same Charles Landrum as was listed as a family 
head in the 1790 census of Edgefield County, South Carolina. 

There is reason to believe that one of the six Chatham 
County brothers moved to Montgomery County, North 
Carolina (in the south central part of the province). as the 
pension record of Thomas Landrum, a Revolutionary War 
soldier who lived in Montgomery County at the time of his 
enlistment. shows that he was born in Chatham County in 
1759.3 Timothy Landrum, another Revolutionary War 

soldier from North Carolina, was a family head in Mont- 
gomery County in 1790.4 One of the brothers must have 
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moved from Chatham County to Montgomery County and 
lived there during the Revolutionary War. This may have 
been Charles. If not. it would have to be Benjamin, as the 
whereabouts of the other brothers is known. 

5. Benjamin. The deed executed by Benjamin Landrum of 
Chatham County on February 14. 1778 shows him as still 
living there at that time. I have been unable to find any sub- 
sequent record of him. As explained in the chapter entitled 
“Landrum Settlers in Georgia.” it appears that the Benjamin 
Landrum family moved to Georgia and lived in the same com- 
munity where Joseph Landrum lived. 

6. Samuel. He was born about 1737.4° He moved from 
Chatham County to South Carolina in about 1775.*° He 
settled in the part of District Ninety-Six that became Edge- 
field County in 1783. Edgefield County is the southernmost 
part of District Ninetv-Six and borders on Georgia to the 
west. The part of St. Paul’s Parish, Georgia, where Joseph 
Landrum lived is due west of Edgefield County. 

Samuel is referred to as Dr. Samuel Landrum.’ He mar- 

ried Marv Sellers. Their six sons were: John, a Baptist min- 
ister, born in 1765; George. born in 1770; Amos, born in 
1780; Reuben. born in 1782; Abner, a physician, born in 
1785: and Adam born in 1787. Several distinguished doctors, 
lawyers and ministers are descended from Samuel and Mary 
(Sellers) Landrum. One of them. John Morgan Landrum a 
lawyer, was mayor of Shreveport, Louisiana. and a Con- 
gressman from Louisiana for one term (1859-61).*% 
Tt is reported that Dr. Abner Landrum of Edgefield was 
“ostracized” on account of his stand against nullification,” 
He is reported to have been a-man of ‘decided convictions’’* 
Regardless of whether we agree with his political views, we 
like to think that his display of independent thinking, de- 
cided convictions and moral courage reflect Landrum traits. 

Chapman’s History of Edgefield County to 1897 makes the 
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following statement (at p. 263) about Dr. John Landrum: 


“This good man who died on Sunday morning, January 
31st 1892, was born in the lower part of the county, in 
the old Wells and Vaucluse section, where the Lan- 
drums, in the earliest days of Edgefield, were people of 
means, of intellectual ability, and of decided influence 
for good.”’ 


To this list of the six Chatham County sons of John Lan- 
drum should be added Thomas, the son who remained in 
Orange County, Virginia. As brought out in Chapter 3, it 
appears that he died in Orange County. Virginia in 1785 or 
1786. He had a son named Thomas who moved from Orange 
County to Oglethorpe County, Georgia, after the Revolu- 
tionary War. and it is likely that he was the father of a 
Reuben Landrum who remained in Orange County. 
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County, North Carolina, Samuel had two brothers named 
Reuben and Thomas ‘tand maybe others."!3 

Orange County records for the period prior to the crea- 
tion of Chatham County contain a number of references to 
Landrums. The Minutes of the Court of Pleas and Quarter 
Sessions of Orange County! show the following: September 
1756, lawsuit. Benjamin Landrum v. George Smith: Decem- 
ber 1736, John Landrum appointed overseer over part of 
the road leading from “Cape Fare” to Rocky River: Sep- 
tember 1759, John Landrum petitioned to build a grist mill 
on land belonging to the Earl of Granville; May 1764, law- 
suit, Joseph Landrum v. Walter Ashmore: November 1764 
Reuben Landrum one of four men appointed to select a site 
on Rocky River for a “‘Water Grist Mill": Mav 1765 
Charles Landrum one of the “jurors” appointed to lay out 
a road: August 1765, lawsuit. John Brooks v. Reuben Lan- 
drum. 

On April 21. 1768 Charles Landrum gave oath as to the 
fee he had paid for recording a deed.'* Presumably this was 
in support of the charge that excessive fees were being as- 
sessed. 

Charles and Reuben Landrum were two of the signers of a 
Regulators’ petition from Orange County dated April 30, 
1768 concerning grievances over taxes.!® On Mav 11, 1771 
(subsequent to the enactment of the ex post facta law making 
prior acts of the Regulators crimes punishable by death) 
Reuben Landrum was indicted (along with many others) for 
being a Regulator by a Special Court convened at Newborn.!” 

The only deed by or to a Landrum shown by Orange 
County records is a deed dated August 11. 1769 executed 
by Joseph Landrum conveving 136 acres on Mill Creek of 
Rocky River. further described as “‘all of that tract obtained 
by deed from Earl Granville agents 24 Dec. 1762." 

Deed records of Chatham County show -15 deeds and one 
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power of attorney involving Landrums between 1771 (the 
year the county was created) and 1778, but no deed in- 
volving a Landrum after 1778. 

The earliest such deed is a deed dated January 28, 1771 
by Reuben Landrum of Orange County conveying to Joseph 
John Alston of Halifax County 180 acres described as in- 
cluding plantation where John Landrum formerly lived and 
as being part of “the one Survey that the said Landrum 
took up and obtained by deed from the Honorable Earl Gran- 
ville bearing date 19 March 1755.” This deed was recorded 
in Chatham County in August 1771.!° It is apparent that 
the deed was executed when the land was still in Orange 
County, but was not recorded until after the creation of 
Chatham County. This deed indicates that John Landrum, 
the father, had lived on a plantation located on land obtained 
by him by a Granville grant dated March 19, 1755. The 
Granville land office records do not show such a grant, but 
the land records maintained by the Granville agents were 
notoriously deficient. It may be inferred from this deed that 
John Landrum, the father, was no longer living when the 
deed was executed on January 28, 1771. 

By deed dated May 9, 1771 John Landrum of Orange 
County conveyed to J. J. Alston land described as in Orange 
County. This deed was recorded in Chatham County in Au- 
gust. 1771.20 By deed dated February 3, 1772 John Landrum 
of Chatham County conveyed to Joseph Landrum 500 
acres of land the north side of Beaver Dam Creek. further 
described as “being part of survey of land that John Lan- 
drum Sen. obtained a deed of the Honorable Earl Granville 
agents dated 13 March 1753,°*! Here again the Granville 
land office records do not show such a grant. By this deed 
John Landrum. the son, conveyed to his brother Joseph. 
300 acres of land he had received from his father. On Sep- 
tember 27, 1773 John Landrum of Chatham County exe- 
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cuted a quitclaim deed to John Copland quitclaiming to him 
land described as deeded by John Landrum. Sr.. to Richard 
Copland on May 10, 1760.2 Presumably the 1760 deed con- 
veying the land to Copland had been lost without being ree 
corded and the 1773 quitclaim by John Landrum was to clear 
the ttle to land sold by his father in 1760. On October 18, 
1773 John Landrum executed a release conveving to J. J. 
Alston “all my land, tenements and Hereditaments lving in 
County of Chatham which descended to me as heir to my 
Father John Landrum deed.” 

Under the English law of primogeniture which applied to 
colonial North Carolina. the oldest son was the sole heir and 
inherited all the real estate if the father died intestate. This 
deed shows that John, Jr., was the oldest son. There is no 
record of John Landrum in Chatham County subsequent to 
his execution of the October 18, 1773 deed. 

On June 17. 1771 Charles Landrum of Chatham County 
deeded to Joshua Hadley an eight-acre tract described as 
having been granted to Charles Landrum by deed from 
John Landrum dated August 10. 1767.) By deed dated 
September 28, 1772 Charles Landrum of Chatham County 
conveyed an [8-acre tract to Samuel Dark.*> The deed 
was witnessed by John Landrum. 

By deed dated July 25, 1772 Benjamin Landrum of Chat- 
ham County conveyed to Joshua Hadley a 40-acre tract 
described as part of the land granted to said Benjamin Land- 
rum by deed from John Earl of Granville dated October 20. 
1761.°* By deed dated November 18, 1773 Benjamin Land- 
rum and Elizabeth, his wife. of Chatham County conveved 
to Joseph Moore a 55-acre tract on Rocky River described 
as obtained from Earl of Granville in 1761.77 By deed dated 
February 14. 1°78 Benjamin Landrum of Chatham County 
conveyed to William Kinchen 400 acres on Mill Creek 
described as obtained by deed by Hon. John Earl of Gran- 
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ville2’ This is the last record of Benjamin Landrum in 
Chatham County. ; 

By deed dated June 28, 1774 Joseph Landrum of St. 
Paul’s Parish, Georgia. conveyed to Mathew Jones land in 
Chatham County described as obtained by entry from Ear! 
Granville’s Office.” This deed shows that Joseph Landrum 
had moved from Chatham County and was living in Georgia 
at the time. The witnesses to the deed were Charles and 
Samuel Landrum. Perhaps Joseph Landrum returned from 
Georgia to sell the land and execute the deed. 

By deed dated February 8. 1772 Samuel Landrum of Chat- 
ham County conveved to J. J. Alston 300 acres described as 
“land where I now live” and as having been granted by the 
Lord Proprietor, the Earl of Granville.“" Samuel Landrum 
executed another deed to J. J. Alston that was recorded in 
Mav, 1774." On October 20. 1773 Samuel Landrum of 
Chatham County executed a power of attorney to Mathew 
Jones.* On April 25, 1775 Samuel Landrum, acting as 
attorney for Joseph Landrum of St. Paul’s Parish, Georgia, 
conveyed to Mathew Jones 500 acres of land Iving on the 
north side of Mill Creek which was further described as 
granted to Joseph Landrum by deed from John Landrum.” 
The deed was witnessed by Charles Landrum. By deed dated 
August 27, 1777 Samuel Landrum of Ninety-Sixth District, 
South Carolina, conveyed to Thomas Brooks land in Cha- 
tham County described as 500 acres at head of Beaver Dam 
Creek that formerly belonged to John Landrum and was by 
him conveved by deed to his brother, Joseph Landrum.™ 
It thus appears that Samuel Landrum moved from Chatham 
County to South Carolina some time between April, 1775 
and August, 1777. 

Set out below is information about the six sons of John 
Landrum who lived in Chatham County, North Carolina. 

1. John. Jr. I have been unable to ascertain the source 
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of the following statements quoted from a letter written in. 


1964 by Jeanette Tripp to Gen. Landrum: 

“John received a land grant from Lord Granville follow- 
ing the French and Indian War. After receiving the 
grant, which approximated the present location of Cha- 
tham and Orange counties, N.C., John returned to Eng- 
land, outfitted ships, and brought by way of Cape Fear 
into the interior, where he sold acreage to individual set- 
tlers. * * * Thereafter, as the spirit of the Revolutionary 
War gained momentun, settlers questioned paying for 
their land, claiming it was free, and demanded that John 
return their money in full. John died in 1774 at the 
height of trouble. His heir, John, Jr.,was murdered by 
rioting settlers. Thos., a son of John, Jr., sought out the 
supposed murderer of his father and ‘cut him down in 
cold blood.’ In a trial which followed Thos. was con- 
demned to death as a Tory.“ 

Although some of the statements in the above quotation 
are clearly wrong, North Carolina records corroborate the 
basic facts that John, Jr., was murdered and that his murder 
was avenged by his son, Thomas. who was tried and con- 
demned to death. John Landrum, Sr., and his six sons set- 
tled in present Chatham County in about 1754, which was 
before the French and Indian War. The quite voluminous 
North Carolina colonial records do not show any land grants 
to John Landrum other than as set forth above. Chatham 
County is on the Cape Fear River, but it is inconceivable that 
John Landrum could have received land grants approximating 
the area of Orange and Chatham counties and gone to 
England and outfitted ships and brought settlers to Chatham 
County and sold them such a large acreage of land without 
this being mentioned in any wav in North Carolina colonial 
records. It is likely that John Landrum. Jr.. left Chatham 
County after he executed the October 18, 1773 release con- 
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veving all his land in Chatham County. The statement that 


John Landrum. Jr.. was a Tory is undoubtedly correct, al- 


though it appears that all of the Landrums except Neen 
Landrum. Jr.. and his family were adherents to the Revo- 
lutionarv cause. Perhaps the explanation is that John, Jr., 
left Chatham County to go to work as a land agent for Lord 
Granville and that he incurred the wrath of the settlers by 
his efforts to collect rents owed to Lord Granville. This 
does not mean that he was one of the dishonest land agents, 
as North Carolina records mention by name many of the 
Granville land agents who were guilty of dishonest and other 
improper acts. but no mention is made of any Landrum in 
this connection. As a Granville land agent, John, Jr., could 
have gone to England and outfitted ships and brought set- 
tlers to the interior of North Carolina and sold them land. 
If he had been so engaged, it would have been natural for 
him to have been a Tory. Indeed, a majority of the wealthier 
and more respectable people in the Carolinas were Tories, 
and the strength of the Revolutionary cause in the Carolinas 
came from the frontiersmen. 

North Carolina records show the following concerning 
the murder of John, Jr., the act of vengeance by his son, 
Thomas. and the latter’s trial and conviction: . 

a. On June. 29, 1781 the Judge of the Superior Court 
of Wake Countv was empowered by a resolution of the state 
legislature to bail Ephraim Alexander of Mechlenburg 
County “now in New Bern jail for supposed murder of John 
Landram.”"} This was during the Revolutionary War when 
the Revolutionary state legislature was in control. It thus 
appears that. while Ephraim Alexander was in jail awaiting 
trial for the murder of the Tory, John Landrum, the legis- 
lature. perhaps dominated by the spirit of the Revolution, 
did the extraordinary act of authorizing the release without 
trial of the accused murderer of the Tory. Undoubtedly it was 
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after the accused murderer was released without trial that 
Thomas Landrum, the son of the murdered John, killed the 
accused murderer of his father. 

b. An entry in the North Carolina Senate Journal for 
January 30, 1786 shows favorable action on a bill to relieve 
the bondsmen of Thomas Landrum, from which it appears 
that when Thomas Landrum was out of jail under a fifty 
pound bond he fled to Georgia, but that his bondsmen went 
to Georgia and brought him ‘back; that he was then tried 
and acquitted of the charge for which he was bonded; but 
that he was convicted of another crime brought against him.% 
Mrs. Asay reports that when Thomas Landrum was in Geor- 


gia he was with his uncle, Joseph Landrum of St. Paul’s 
Parish. 


c. The Senate Journal for January 6. 1787 shows that a 


man was relieved from a forfeiture that had been assessed . 


against him by Hillsborough Superior Court, April Term 
1785, for failure to appear aS a witness at the trial of 
“Thomas Landram indicted of a Capital offense therein,” as 
the man was sick at the time and other testimony was suffi- 
cient to convict the said Landram.27 

d. The Minutes of Hillsborough Superior Court for 1785 
show convictions, but do not show acquittals. Consequently 
the Minutes do not show that Thomas Landrum was tried 
and acquitted of the murder charge. However, the Minutes 
of the Superior Court, Hillsborough District. show that at 
the courthouse at Hillsborough before the Hon. Samuel 
Ashe, on April 8, 1785 Thomas Landram was tried under an 
indictment for “Horse-stealing’? and that a jurv of 12 men 
“found the Prisoner at the Barr guilty in manner and form 
as he stands charged in the Bill of Indictment." 

From the above it appears that, after Thomas Landrum 
was indicted for the murder of the supposed murderer of his 
father, he was released on bond; that while on bond he fled 
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Chapter 5 


Landrums in Chatham County, North Carolina 


In 1663 Charles II granted to eight English noblemen 
most of the land in what is now the southern half of the 
United States. In 1728 all of these Lord Proprietors sur- 
rendered their interests in this land to the Crown, with the 
exception of John Carteret, soon afterward made Earl of 
Granville, who refused to surrender his one-eighth interest. 
In 1744 Lord Granville’s interest was satisfied by having 
surveyors cut out for him a strip of land sixty miles wide 
adjoining the Virginia border and extending from the Atlan- 
tic Ocean westward to the Blue Ridge mountains. It proved 
to be the most fertile part of North Carolina, and two- 
thirds of the population of the colony lived there.’ 

Lord Granville set up a territorial system of land ten- 
ure under which his land office made grants of land to set- 
tlers who were required to pay a fee for having an “entry” 
of the land made in the land office records and in addition 
were required to pay ‘‘quit rents.’ This system proved to 
be grossly unsatisfactory, as Granville’s land agents were 
dishonest and inefficient. They kept poor records, sometimes 
granted the same land to two or three different settlers, 
refused to disclose the entry fees and rental rates that Gran- 
ville had prescribed, grossly overcharged the settlers, and 
refused for technicalities to make land grants after collecting 
the entry fee. Their dishonesty and inefficiency produced 
riots among the settlers. At the same time, they cheated 
Granville by remitting to him only a fraction of the fees 
and rents they had collected. Granville died in 1763, and 
the situation actually got worse after his death, as his son, 
the new Earl of Granville, took even less interest in the 
land office than had his father. There was many disputes 
over land titles, and the situation was not corrected until

the Granville interest was extinguished in 1782 (after the 
Revolutionary War) by an Act of the North Carolina legis- 
lature. 

Orange County, North Carolina, located in the Granville 
district, was created in 1753. Like Orange County, Virginia, 
it was named for the Prince of Orange who became King 
William of the joint reign of William and Mary. The county 
was divided in 1771, and Chatham was one of the counties 
cut out of Orange. 

The troubles in Granville district were not limited to 
the land agents, as there were complaints about extortion by 
county officers. In 1768 Gov. Tryon reported that the people 
of Orange County had ‘‘a color for showing dissatisfaction,” 
as both the Clerk and the Register of the county were guilty 
of charging “too high fees.”> The sheriff of Orange County 
was convicted of misconduct in office. 

The mutterings that led to the War of the Regulators 
first started in Granville district in 1765 and soon spread 
to Orange County. Originally it took the form of organized 
peaceable assembly of the leading citizens and a petition 
for the redress of grievances. In March, 1768 an organiza- 
tion that came to be known as “Regulators” started an era of 
force and violence when they agreed among themselves forci- 
bly to resist payment of any taxes in excess of what they con- 
sidered lawful. Gov. Tryon, instead of taking action to cor- 
rect the just grievances of the settlers, got the General 
Assembly to enact an ex post facto law in 1770 making the 
past acts of the Regulators a capital offense. Then followed 
the Battle of Alamance Creek (about 24 miles from Hillsboro, 
the seat of Orange County) on May 16, 1771 between about 
2000 Regulators and about 1200 troops of the Crown, in 
which the Regulators were routed after they gave out of 
ammunition, although the casualties on each side were about 
even. Thereafter many Regulators were convicted and ex- 
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ecuted. How widespread the Regulator Movement was is 
indicated by the fact that 6400 Regulators submitted oaths 
of submission, and it is estimated that the movement had 


50,000 participants and sympathizers. The harsh suppres- 


sion of the movement without taking any remedial action 
had disastrous consequences, as it caused the wholesale 
departure of settlers from the misgoverned province.* Per- 
haps this is why the Landrums left Chatham County shortly 
before the Revolutionary War. 

No doubt it was on account of this background of unre- 
dressed grievances that feelings ran unusually high against 
the Tories in Chatham County. People were prosecuted for 
making statements unfavorable to the Revolutionary cause, 
and the property of Tories was confiscated.” 

The earliest record pertaining to a Landrum in Chatham 
County, North Carolina, is a land grant by Lord Granville 
to John Landrum on August 28, 1754, covering 640 acres 
of land in the part of Orange County that subsequently be- 
came Chatham County.° 

The 1755 tax list of Orange County, North Carolina, con- 
tains the following entry: “John Landrum with sons and 1 
negro, 6 white, 1 negro.” 

In addition to the above-mentioned land grant in 1754, 
North Carolina records show the following land grants by 
Lord Granville to Landrums:

Rocky River runs diagonally across Chatham County from 
the northwest corner to the southeast corner. I examined an 
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1870 map of the county at the courthouse in Pittsboro in 


1968, and the map did not show Mill Creek, but showed’ 


“Landrum’s Creek” running from north to south into Rocky 
River at about the center of the county. No doubt this is where 
the Landrums lived during the approximately 20 years they 
resided in Orange, later Chatham, County, North Carolina. 

It is reported that the John Landrum who moved from 
Virginia to North Carolina in about 1754 died about 1770.4 
leaving six sons, names. John Jr.. Charles, Reuben, Samuel, 
Benjamin and Joseph.” North Carolina records contain 
references to John Landrum. the father, and to all of the six 
above-named sons. 

The John Landrum who moved from Virginia to present 
Chatham County, North Carolina, was undoubtedly the 
John Landrum who was the youngest son of the original 
John Landrum of Essex County. Since he was young enough 
to be placed in the care of a guardian at the death of his 
father in 1707-8 and is shown as married in 1720. it is likely 
that he was born about 1700 or a little earlier. This means 
that he was in his middle fifties when he moved to North 
Carolina in about 1754, which is a proper age for a man with 
six grown sons. It means further that he was in his early seven- 
ties when he died in 1770. The only available information 
about the dates of birth of his sons is that Reuben (who was 
not the oldest) was born about 1729 and that Samuel (who 
may or may not have been the youngest) was born in 1734.'" 
which is within the proper time frame for the birth of a large 
family of children to parents who got married in 1720. Pub- 
lic records show that John Landrum. the son of the original 
John Landrum of Essex County. was in Spottsvlvania (later 
Orange) County, Virginia, from 1720 to 1748, but there is 
no record of him in Virginia after 1748. The John Landrum 
in Spottsvlvania/Orange was obviously a man of affairs, and 
he could not have remained in Virginia or died in Virginia 
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without there being some record pertaining to his property 
and the administration of his estate. The natural explana- 
tion of the absence of any such records in Virginia is that he 
left Virginia and moved to North Carolina. 

John Landrum must have been a widower when he moved 
to North Carolina, as the Orange County, North Carolina, 
tax list for 1755 shows his household as consisting of him- 
self and five sons. Presumably his wife, Marv, had died be- 
fore the family moved to North Carolina. 

There is no reason to doubt the correctness of the general 
belief that the John Landrum who moved from Virginia to 
North Carolina was a close relative of Thomas Landrum of 
Orange County, Virginia, the father of Thomas Landrum of 
Oglethorpe County, Georgia. It is possible that the first 
Thomas Landrum of Orange County, Virginia, was a son or 
grandson of Thomas, the oldest son of John Landrum of 
Essex County, who died in 1715, but if this Thomas Lan- 
drum of Essex had a son who lived to maturitv and had a 
family, one would expect there to be some record of him. .\ 
much more likely explanation of his identity is that he was 
a son of the John Landrum who moved from Virginia to 
North Carolina, It is shown that the John Landrum who 
went to North Carolina had six sons who accompanied him 
there, but he could well have had another son named Thomas 
who remained in Orange County, Virginia. This theorv is 
supported by the report showing John Landrum living in 
Orange County, Virginia, in 1748 and having sons named 
Thomas, Samuel and Reuben.'' According to the tradition 
of the Oglethorpe County Landrums, their Thomas Landrum 
ancestor was a brother of the Reuben Landrum and _ the 
Samuel Landrum who can be identified as sons of the John 
Landrum who lived in Chatham County, North Carolina.'* 
Likewise, according to the tradition handed down. by the 
descendants of Samuel, the son of John Landrum of Chatham 
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In tracing the origin of the Landrums of Fayette County, 
Georgia, we are particularly concerned with the Landrums 
of Orange County, Virginia, as it is known that the Fayette 
County Landrums went from Orange County. Virginia, to 
North Carolina and later to Georgia. Set out below is infor- 
mation about the Landrums of Orange County, Virginia. 

On November 2, 1722 Larkin Chew and his wife, Hanna, 
deeded 595 acres of land in Spottsylvania County to John 
Landrum of Spottsylvania County,*'! and on October 7, 1729 
John Landrum of Spottsylvania County conveyed this land 
by a deed wherein Mary. wife of John Landrum, signed a re- 
lease of dower. This John Landrum and Mary, his wife, 
were undoubtedly the same John and Mary Landrum of 
Spottsylvania County who executed the deed dated July 17, 
1720 conveying the Essex County tract of land that had been 
left to Jane Landrum under the will of Martin Johnson. 

There are no Spottsylvania County records referring to 
John Landrum after 1729. In 1734 Orange County was cre- 
ated out of St. Mark’s Parish, the western part of Spottsvl- 
vania County. Early records of Orange County contain ref- 
erences to John Landrum. This indicates that John and Mary 
Landrum lived in the part of Spottsylvania County that be- 
came Orange County in 1734. 

Records of Orange County show John Landrum as ‘‘Sur- 
vevor of Roads” in 1734.°> In 1734 John Landrum patented 
250 acres back of “Great Mountain” (undoubtedly a refer- 
ence to the Blue Ridge) at the mouth of the south fork of the 
Shenandoah River.** On September 13. 1736 John Landrum 
was granted a patent to 650 acres in the Great Fork of the 
Rappahannock River,*? which would seem to be where the 
Rapidan flows into the Rappahannock a short distance above 
Fredericksburg. The line between Spottsylvania and Orange 
is only a short distance west of the confluence of the Rapidan 
and the Rappahannock. On August 24. 1738 John Landrum 
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executed a deed of lease and release to Peter Rufnough con- 
veving land in Orange County.” 

The Ray Research Collection refers to an Orange County 
land grant to John Landrum on April 11, 1746.* It also re- 
fers to John Landrum in Orange County. Virginia, in 1748, 
with sons named Samuel, Reuben and Thomas.™ I have been 
unable to verify this information from an examination of 
Orange County records. 

There is a record of a law suit. John Landrum v. William 
Catlett, in Orange County in 1739.” Orange County records 
show a law suit, Thomas Landrum v. William Catlett, in 
1738 and 1740. _ 

Personal property tax records of Orange County for 1783, 
1784 and 1785 show both Thomas Landrum and Thomas 
Landrum, Jr. as taxpayers. but the tax records of 1786 show 
Thomas Landrum only.*! This indicates that Thomas Land- 
rum, father and son, were taxpayers in Orange County 
through 1785, but that only Thomas Landrum. the son, was 
living in 1786. Thomas Landrum. the son. is identified as 
the Revolutionary War soldier (born in 1759) who_ later 
moved to Oglethorpe County. Georgia.

& their son, Edgar Lee Landrum (B: 11/15/1897) mrd Wilda 
Fornea - that's how this information came to be in the

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BARNABUS LANDRUM 


Mississippi Territory was created by Congress in 
1798. This included 25,000 square miles of space from 
which 26 counties in southeastern Mississippi and 
southwestern Alabama were formed. Washington. County, 
Mississippi Territory was created by the territorial 
governor in 1800. 


Many of the old records for these counties are no 
longer extant which makes it impossible to obtain certain 
records such as those that were recorded at the original 


courthouses in the territory. Most of these courthouses, 


which contained all the old records of marriages etc., 
were destroyed by fire. However, there are other sources 
such as the territorial tax rolls which provide much 
information for the genealogist. 


Greene County, Mississippi was created from Miss. 
Terr. in 1811 and is where Barnabus first appears in 
the early tax rolls and census records that still exist. 
Barnabus is listed in the Greene Co. (MS) tax rolls 


beginning in 1815. In 1820 the first (state) census - 


was takén in Mississippi and he is listed in Covington 
Co. which was created from Greene Co. in 1819. Several 
variations of his name appear as follows: Burns, Burris, 
Barnes and Burnice. Barnabus had an older brother named 
Meredith, born 1780 in North Carolina and two younger 
sisters, one named Matilda and the other’ unknown. 
Research clearly indicates that he also had brothers: 
Henry, born ca. 1785 in South Carolina, Mathew, born 
ca. 1790 and Jesse, born ca. 1800. It may not be possible 
to identify the parentage of the foregoing named Landrums 
but there is a good possibility that the Sarah Landrum 


‘listed in the 1816 territorial census for Greene County ; 
(MS) coule be their mother. 


Barnabus was married to Rebecca Smith in 1817 at 
the Leaf River Courthouse by J.P. R. McCarty. Rebecca 


- was born in South Carolina in 1798, her family migrated 


to the Mississippi Territory and lived in the same area 
as the lLandrums. In 1820 Barnabus and Rebecca lived 
in Covington Co. (MS) later moving over to Washington 


.Co., Alabama and they are listed there in the 1830 and 


1840 census. Barnabus died of an illness on August 28, 
1843 in Washington County. In 1855 the U.S. government 
passed an act providing bounty land grants for soldiers 
who had served in the War of 1812. Barnabus was a private 
in Capt. John Jones' Company, Majcr Smoot's Batt., Miss. 
Militia for a few months. His widow, Rebecca, made 
application for bounty land in 1857 and was granted a 
land warrant for 160 acres dated July 7, 1858. 
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* Barnabus and Becky had about twelve children of 
which nine are known to have survived to adulthood. 
They were:

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SOLOMON LANDRUM 


Solomon Landrum was born in July of 1827 in Covington 
County, Mississippi. His parents, Barnabus and Rebecca 
Landrum, moved to Washington County, Alabama around 1830 
and it was there that Solomon (Sob) grew up. ‘He married 
Elizabeth Howard on April 23, 1848 and they made their 


home in Washington County until 1850 when they moved - 


to Texas along with Sob's brother Gabriel and his family. 
The family legend handed down was that another brother,: 


nicknamed "Cuff", got into a fight over a card game and 
killed a man who was of some importance in the county. 


In order to avoid the consequences of his deed Cuff had” 


to leave the state and apparently Sob and Gabe followed 
suit. In any case, the brothers left Alabama and came 


to Jefferson County, Texas in early 1851. Family legend - 
has it that Cuff died sometime after they had been living © 
in Jefferson County and Sob donated an acre of land and 


established the Landrum Cemetery and Cuff was the first 
person to be buried there.. This cemetery is still used 
today and is also known as the Oak Knoll Cemetery because 
it is located next to Oak Knoll Farm. Many members of 
the Landrum families are buried there including Sob and 


Gabe. 


After the war between the states began Sob joined 
Company E, Spaight's Battalion, Texas Volunteers at 
Beaumont. He enlisted March 29, 1862, and is shown on 
the muster rolls through February 29, 1864 where he was 
reported sick in the hospital in Beaumont. He is shown 
on the Union prisoner of war records as paroled at 
Beaumont, July 15, 1865. 


Sob and his wife were truck farmers on their 
homestead outside of Beaumont and in those days, the 
area where they lived was named Landrum, Texas’ and 
referred to as the "Landrum woods." Sob loved to gamble 
and .his home was a gathering place for local poker 
players, a tradition that lasted many years. He was 
somewhat active in local politics serving as county 


commissioner for precinct 4 in 1900. 


Sob was almost ninety years old when he died on 
June 21, 1917. The date of death for his wife Elizabeth 


is not known. Their children were:

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GEORGE LANDRUM 


The following history of George Landrum has been pieced to r Wi 
! U gether with ver 
little direct proof connecting his children with him or with each other. : 


The research & records we do have seem to be good circumstantial evidence 
confirming this line of the Landrum Family. 


George Landrum, son of Samuel & Mary (Sellers) Landrum was borned 1767-1770 
in Chatham Co., NC. The family moved to’Edgefield Co.,SC about 1775. 

George married Rebecca (Drake) daughter of Richard Drake 

early 1800's. Known children borned in Edgefield Co. were Amelia, 1803; 
Samuel, 1810; Rebecca, 1813; and Benjamin L. 1818. By 1820, George & family 
were in Early Co. GA and two daughters are known to have been born in 
Georgia. They were Frances, 1820; and Lucy Pauline, 1824. 


Records show George selling land in Georgia in 1826 where he moved into 
Alabama and settled. The 1830 Federai Census show fim iti Pixe Co. AL. and 
the 1840 census shows him in Barbour Co.AL. We believe it was the same 
land just change of county lines. We have not been able to find him on an 
1850 census (which, if we could, would help determine the death of his 
wife). In 1860 George was living with his daughter Frances (Landrum) Wood 
in Barbour Co. He died in Barbour Co., Al, 17 January 1865 and is buried 
there at Mt. Pleasant Cemetery next to his daughter and her husband. We 
have not been able to determine where his wife Rebecca is buried. 


George's daughter Amelia married Jefferson Nichols in Early Co. GA, 1820; 
Rebecca married first ?? Alexander, 2nd William Zimmerman Dixon, 1841; 
Frances married McKinney Wood, 1837; Lucy Pauline married John Manley 1845. 


By 1843, Amelia (Landrum) Nichols and her two brothers Samuel and Benjamin 
were in Montgomery Co., TX. Benjamin married Elizabeth Page in Montgomery 
Co.TX., 1847 and returned to Montgomery Co.,AL. where he became a doctor. 
In 1850 in Walker Co.TX, (originally part of Montgomery Co.TX) Jefferson 
Nichols is dead and Amelia and some of her family are living with her 
brother, Samuel. Their sister Lucy Pauline (Landrum) Manley and her family 
had arrived in Walker Co.TX. In 1860 Samuel, Amelia and recently arrived 
sister Rebecca (Landrum) Dixon and her family are all in Falls Co., TX. 
Shortly afterward, Rebecca & Family moved into Austin Co., TX. Her sister 
Lucy Pauline (Landrum) Manley and family also show up in Austin Co., TX. at 
the same time. Benjamin L. & his children returned to Falls Co.1X in 18609. 


There were several other Landrums in Montgomery Co.TX in the early 1840's. 
The possibility still stands that one of these other Landrums could have 
been one of George Landrums missing children. We still have a lot of 
research to do on that possibility. 


We have been able fairly well to construct the immediate families of George 
Landrum's children, but know of very few present day descendants. 


We welcome any further information, corrections or comments on the George 
Landrum line.

He 
married Elsa Brown, who died childless a year or two later. His ability impressed 
a Dr, Hunnicutt (7) of Hattiesburg who offered to help him go to dental school. So 
he sold his horse for $100, gave the money to. his father to free himself ffom family 
abi ications and set off for Atlanta, & dental degree in that era was equivalent to 
a B.A., but JQ needed either a high school diploma or a teacher's certificate to 
enter. By some political manervering iia got the latter, though he never taught. 

His letters to us were clear and well-expressed but were devoid of punctuation or 
capitalization and not too strong on grammar, After a year in Atjanta he returned 

to save up for some more college, this time at the New Orleans College of Dentistry, 
which later became part of Tulane University, After a year there he returned to 

Pearl River County and started practising without a degree or a license, which weren't 
important to people in that backwoods area whose teeth were aching. He traviled 

around with a box of dental tools and a folding chair on the back of his buggy, 

going from farm to farm and staying with the familymile he did their dental work, 
When the bedbugs were so numerous he couldn't sleep he would go outdoors for the 
night, tiptoeing back at afi so as not to offend the family, He would pull the 


decayed teeth, take impressions, collect a down payment and return to school, where 
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he made-up the plates, Next time through he would install the teeth and collect 
the rest of his money. After a year at the New Orleans school, the building burned 
gown with all the records in its When he reported back he said he had completed 
three, not two, years, so he got ee degree in three years, He and his fellow 
students got some additional practical experience by doing dental work for the 
New Orleans prostitutes who were anneties into the school late at night. When 
the time arrived for his dental examinations he was uneasy, having only a grammar 
school eieentieen and lacking a year of dental college, And in fact he did poorly 
‘on the written part. But the last phase of the exam was a demonstration of proficiency, 
and the examining dentist who watched him was so impressed with his skill that 
they decided to overlook the written part. 

Indeed he was a superb craftsman, and would have made a good physician. 
He made Mammaw's wedding ring in his dental furnace, He performed minor surgery -- 
extracting fishhooks and lancing infections (called "felons") for members of the 
family. He nursed the children when they were sick and kept a sharp eye on the 
family doctors. When Leslie, the eldest, was born, Mammaw was slow in ‘her delivery 
and the physician decided he would need to use forceps, JQ told him: "I!11 heat up 
the instruments, but you can't use them unless I tell you to." And they weren't 
needed, In his 60's when he was operated on for cancer of the jaw he insisted that 
his gon, Arthur, also a dentist, be present to tell the surgeon when he was going 
too far. He even wanted to supervise Vivian's appendectomy, but they wouldn't dat 
him to the operating room. Yet he was unwilling to use anaesthetics and never applied 
for a narcotics license; his patients had to make out on aspirin and will power. He 
was proud that his work lasted, and indeed I have a gold crown that he put on over 
30 years ago. He once returned from a dental convention and reported that a young 
man had given a paper on an inlay he had just invented. The Doc snorted: "I put 
one like that in for a woman in Bay St. Louis thiry years ago." 

Before this last year in dental school he married Wiliwenceme CeMwt's how 
they spelled it) Curet on April 4, 1904, Mammaw (born 3/14/85) was the daughter 


of William and Hortense Bras ose 
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Curet of Kiln, Miss. His father was Eugene Curet of Cherbourg, France and his 


Mother was Margaret Rudolph of Landau, Germany. Hortense was the dighter of 

(who died in 1912) * 
Captain Adolphe Aime AngeMarie Kergosien from Brittany and Elodie Mauffray 
(11/14/1839-6/18/1919) of Bay St. Louis, Her father, Casmir Mauffray (10/30/18+: 
6/13/92) ‘also a Breton; her mother was Joesphine Antoinette Cuevas (613/20 
2/5/85), daughter of Juan Cuevas. All these surnames are numerous along the Miss- 
issippi Gulf Coast, 

Kiln, where Mammaw groyip, is now only a Pay hedees and stores, but it 
was once a thriving waanintiy wiean the bayous just inland from Bay St, Louis. 

The major industry in the 19th Century was cutting wood and firing it in kilns 

to be shipped to New Orleans. Her family ran a little shipyard on Bayou La Terre, 
where they built the schooners to carry the charcoal, Grandpa Curet has been des- 
ctibed as a jolly old fellow whose moustache smelled of wine, Hortense was of 
sterner stuff, When Mena eloped with J Q Landrum, she was told never to return, But 
some years later Hortense dressed up in her best clothes and drove over in | 

the buggy to formally apologize. 

The problem, of course, was that he was a Baptist and she a Catholic. More- 
over, he was trying to organize a Baptist church. in the Catholic community of Kiln, 
In a secular and ecumenical age we cannot imagine the struggle between these two 
sects that were dominant in that tckwoods area. They were alike in their intransigeant 
orthodoxy, their rejection of remarriage after divorce, and their insistence that 
children not baptized in the proper faith would burn in Yell. They differed in that 
Baptists objected to liquor, card-playing, dancing and movies, while Catholics 
objected only to contraceptives, which weren't readily available anyhow. The 
Baptists held that any person was capable of understanding the Bible (by which 
they meant only the king James version, which somehow bore the peersonal imprint 
of God) and scorned the Catholics for depending on priests as intermediaries to 
interpret it. Of course the Bpptists could not agree with one another on what it 
meant, The wetter reported that Sunday visits to Grandpa Landrum were made 


hellish because he reached immediately for the Bible and spent the afternoon in 
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theological disputation with JQ, Of course the Doc couldn't let the children 

be raised Catholic, and Mammaw, after attending mass for some years, Pinally 

became a Methodist, since they were somewhat less dogmatic and considerably 

less noisy about Catholics. But your mother and her sisters and brothers were 
‘perceived by their Catholic cousins as the illegitimate offspring of an unblessed 
union, Nevertheless Thence took them over to the cemetery at kiln fox ‘11 saints! 
Day and they managed to have a ee been time than at their Landrum cousins({ 

The charcoal trade had played out by that time, but Kiln enjoyed a brief prosperity 
. during Prohibition as the source of somo of the better moonshine shipped to Chicago. 

The famil y's frequent moveg around the area are documanted by the. dates 
and places of their birth: Wilma, 1905 at Caesar; Grace, 1907 at Kiln; Leslie, 1911 
at New Orleans; Arthur, 1912 at Bay St. Louis; Har]’ ie, 1914 at Kiln, Jessie Mae, 
1917 at Kiln; and Vivian, 1921 at Picayune. At some stage the Doc became a serious 
alcoholic, and told of being brought home dead drunk by his horse, Bob, and trying 
to build a fire on the front porch. Finally he decided to quit and made a compact 
with the Lord, which he kept. For a few days Mammaw kept the bottle and gave him 
an occasional drink to steady his had, but he was soon rid of the habit, 

When they celebrated their 50th anniversary both families were invited, The 
Landrums and the Picayune Baptists (the Doc was a deacon and a pillar of the church) 
sat in the Living room and had tea. The Curets from New Orleans and the Coast sat 
around the kitchen table with whisky bottles in paper sacks, Grace and Bill were 
stationed _ the dining room between to see that they didn't mix too freely. 

J, & Landrun is easy to deseribe: slim and handsome when young, with reddish 
hair, meticulous in dress as in workmanship. When I knew him he was somewhat intin- 
idating, demanding much of himself and those around him, with a quick temper and 
equally quick reactions, (when Lanny backed against the electric heater and caught 
his fuzzy bathrobe on fire, the old man had beat it out with his hands before I 
was aware what the problem was.) Normally stern, he would eccasionally break out in 
an infectious smile that warmed everything before it. 


Karmaw is hardest of all to pat into words, She was quiet, down-to-earth, 
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unobtrusive -- and indispensable, Raised in a French-speaking family, she had 
no formal sea the beyond what was offered at Kiln, married at 19 and thereafter was 
dstenetoly dominated by the Doc. But she was the one to whom they all turned when 
they needed help. When money ran out in the hard times of the 1930's, ie" wate” 
rummage around in a drawer and find a dollar she'd hidden away. She raised her 
Si family and they took in Bill and her daughter Barbara until Bill could get 
on her feet. In her 60's she took on the role of mother again, and looked after 
Tommy while Jay worked, Everyone responded to her; even Ap would sober up in order 
to drive her to New Orleans, 

The children inherited the dark eyes and skin of the Curets, The boys were 
large and well coordinated. Leslie, who died when in college, was a local football 
star and a natural leader. Art got a football scholarship to Loyola which enabled 
hinrt to get a dental degree in the depths of the Depression, though scrimmaging and 
graduate work were a combination that left him with few happy memories of college. 
Harlie was the most gregarious, and was manager of the Hattieburg telephone company 
when he died. Bill and Grace were both school teachers, off and on, during their 
lives. Bill's last job was as dean of women at a junior college, and Grace, over 
75, still serves as substitute teacher now and.then. Jay overcame her limited 
abilities through tireless energy, good nature and reliability, clerking in local 
stores until she reached retirement age. All her daughters inherited her cooking skill. 

What did you get from your Mother's family? The manual dexterity and drive 
that enabled the Doc to rise, single-handed, from poverty, Mammaw's common sense and 
exquisite sensitivity. And whatever athletic and misical ability my genes have not 


been able to counteract,

In fact there may have been two of them-..As-you will - 
see, one was in Jones Co MS, during the time I thought he was in Hancock Co, having babies 
with Mary (Polly) Calley... They had 6 children, born from 1829 - 1839.I have a copy of the 
distribution of Matthew’s estate, for all of the children, but I am sending only Marys. 

She married Solomon Johnson, I don’t know when, and the 1850 census for Hancock Co 
lists Solomon, Mary and several of the Landrum children in the same household. Artalissa’s 
death ceritficate gives Matthew as her father, born in MS. 


I have the first 57 pages of Shedd’s book, The Landrum of Fayette, Co Ga. I also recently 
purchased a book, The Landrum’s of Washington, Co AL..by Lenwood Landrum, Montgomery 
AL. It doesn’t help me, but but is a good read and well written.......... 


I have called the Pascagoula library twice, and written to them twice, but haven’t received 
any response. I think we are going to Picayune for Thanksgiving, and plan to stop there. 
Hope to get to the Biloxi and Gulfport libraries, also the Hancock Co and Pearl River Co 
Courthouses... 


I don’t have birth date or place, nor a death date or place for Matthew. His estate was distributed 
from 1854 to 1857... The Hancock Courthouse burned in 1853, thus the reason for some of the 
missing info... 


I have a little bit of information on the William Riley family, but haven’t seen any connection to 
the Landrums in Picayune. I would love to have a copy of any of your info, that you think would 
help me. Will gladly pay copy and mailing costs. Who was you father, gfather etc? 


Franklin Plummer Landrum was my husband’s (Olan) G Grandfather, when he died his widow 
Kiziah (Brown) married John Bedgood and the moved to Pitkin La, all except Luke (Olan’s 
Grandfather) he stayed in Ms and was raised by Aunt Harriet Smith, who was a sister of 
Kiziahs. This probably accounts for the small amount of information we have.

ee name of Landrum has become quite a familiar 
“. one in many parts of our country. “Especially iz 
the name -conapicuous in the annals of the Baptists of 
the South and West. Seldom has the Baptist. brother- 
hood come together in large assemblies in the sections 
Just named, duping the last quarter of a century, when 
there was not a Landrum there to take a prominent part 
~ in the proceedings, and to advocate the cause of Jesus 
* Christ. Many of the name are to be found in and 
‘around Richmond, Va, Louisville, Ky., in Edgefield, - 
"8, C., and’ in various parts of Georgia. They are gen-: 
erully Baptists, and highly respectable wherever found ; 
many of them are wealthy and of high social position. 
So far ay known they all believe, that they sprung from 
the same stock. Dr. John Landrum, of Edgefield,

original Landrums were two brothers, who came over 
from Scotland and shtued in Virginia; one named John 
and the other James. dames remained in Virginia, and 
John, my great-grandtather, moved to Chatham county, 
N. C., where my father was born May 10th, 1765. 
My grandfather, Samuel Landrum had five sons, John 
(my father), George, Amos, Reuben and Abner. They 
are all dead, and only a part of the descendants of my 


father and Reuben remain in Edeefield. Reuben Lan- 


drum had two distinguished sons, John Morgan’ and 
G. W. Landrun. 

“John Morgan, after graduating with high honors 
in the South Carolina College, went West, finally to 
Shreveport, La, and became a leading lawyer and 
politician of that State. He was elected Judge and 
afterward a.member to the last U.S. Congress before 


the war. : 
“My grandfather, Samuel Landrum, emigrated to 


South Carolina, about the year 1773, and settled near 
Edgefield C. TH. before the Revolutionary War.” 

We append also a letter from the Rev. Dr. Sylvanus 
Landrum, of New Orleans, written to Dr, J. B. O. 
Landrum on hearing of the death of the subject ot! this 
memoir. It is miinly a letter of sympathy, but gives 


some interesting particulars in regard to the Landrum

The writer of the above letter, Rev. Sylvanus Lan- 
drum, D.D., formerly of Memphis, Tenn., but now of 
New Orleans, it will be seen, is a grandson of Thomas 
Landrum, who settled in Oglethorpe county, Ga., just 
after the Revolutionary War. Among other descendants 
of Thomas, we may mention Rey. M. M. Landrum, 
M.D., of Tryon City, N. C., and Rev. W. W. Lan- 
drum, of Richmond, Va. 

Reuben Landrum, a brother of Thomas, and grand- 
father of the subject of this memoir, settled near Cross 
Keys, Union county, S. C., where he married a Miss 
Terrel, who was related to the Wilkins family of Union 
and Spartanburg counties. He is represented as having 
been a good citizen, a man of strong though not culti- 
vated mind, and as always standing squarely up for what 
he considered the’ best interests of his country. He 
dropped dead in old aye while feeding shucks to his cattle.

We had three sons by his first wife, Stephen, James, 
and Benjamin. Stephen, the eldest, was a soldier in the 
Revolutionary War; but after three months’ service he 
came home on furlough, and, while sitting in the yard 
engaged in shaving himself, was shot dead by a party of 
tories who had come up to the pate. 

James, the second son, was of a roving and wayward 
disposition, Ife went to North Carolina aud married an 
Indian wife ; and after the Treaty, in 1827, by which all 
the Indian lands in Georgia were ceded to the United 
States, he moved with the tribes to the West. His 
deseendan{s are now mostly in and around Eufala, 
Indian Territory, and are said to be educated, wealthy, 
and highly respectable. 

Benjamin, the third son, was married, and died in 
Middle Tennessee. 

The second wife of Reuben Landrum was Miss Mary 
Ray, sister of Rev. Thomas Ray, of whom we shall have 
something to say hereafter. By this sceond wife he 
raised five sons and four daughters. Their names were 
Merriman, Thomas, William, Samuel, John; Bessie, 
Esther, Winnie and Martha. These all married, and 
rained respectable families. One of the sons, William, 
served in the “Creek Indian War” under Gen. Andrew 
Jackson, Another, Samucl, was murdered by a high- 
wayman near Athens, Ga. His murderer was arrested, * 
and, afler making a full confession of his crime, was 
publicly exeented. Merriman, Thomas, John, Benjamin, 
and their sisters, Bessie and Esther, moved to Middle 


Tennessee about the vear 1806. Tennessee was then a

frontier State, and its fertile soil and fine climate induced 
many South Carolinians to make it the place of their 
abode, The beautiful city of Nashville was laid ont 


and founded by a colony from South Carolina, 


We have said that the Landrums were generally 
Baptists; but about this time a great controversy sprang 


up amoung the churches of Tennessee and other Western 


States, and ere long the denomination was divided into 
two scects—one calling themselves Primitive Baptists, but 
more generally known as Hardshells. They opposed all 
missionary work and denounced a paid ministry, claiming 
that there is no Scriptural authority for either. The 
other sect were styled Missionary Baptists, and, as. the 
name would indicate, held it to be the duty of their 
church not only to contribute of their means to 
the support of the Gospel at home, but to send 
it to foreign lands, even to the uttermost parts of the 
earth, This division still exists in many of the Western 
States and the two sects are as fir apart as Jew and 
Gentile. 

Of the four Landrum brothers who made Tennessee 
their home, two, John and Merriman, became Missionary 
Baptist preachers. 

— John was for many years the pastor of Mount 
~ Pleasant church in Rutherford county, Tenn. He was 
aman of respectable preaching abilities, and was jrreatly 
beloved for his pure Christian life and character. He 
died in the pulpit, in full armor, at a good old age. 
Rev. 5. C. Reid, pastor of Mount Pleasant church, thus 


deseribes his death:

“Twas atthe Rover Baptist church on Sunday. He 
rose to preach, and had taken his text in Paul’s letter to 
Timothy, {1 have fought the good fight; Ihave finished 
my course, and henceforth there is a crown of righteous- 
ness Jaid up for me,’ and had been talking only a few 
minutes, When he took his seat, and fell over dead.” 

His bones rest in the Mt. Pleasant churel-yard, and it 
is inscribed on his tombstone that he was ordained “a 
Minister of the Gospel of the Missionary Baptist Charch 
in 1834." 9 He was born in 1800 ; consequently, he was 
thirty-four vears old) when he was ordained to the 
ministry. Perhaps one of the most pleasant acts that 
this good man ever pefformed was the baptizing of his 
mother, with his own hands, when she was seventy vears 
old. 


Merriman was the eldest son of Reuben Landrum, 


and a peculiar interest attaches to him as the futher of 


John G. Landram, the subject of this book. 

Merriman was born about the close of the Revolu- 
tionary war, ucar Cross Keys, Union county, S. C., on 
the north side of Tyger river, eleven or twelve miles 
west of Union C. IL, va land now owned by Coleman 
Lawson, The cducational advantages that came within 
his reach were slender indeed ; but such as they were he 
improved tu the best of his ability, and possessing strong 
natural powers, he came to be a man far above the 

Average in intellixence, moral force, and all the elements 
that constitute a strong and decided character. Fe 
marricd in South Carolina in the vear 1805, and moved 
the next year, as has been stated, to Middle ‘Tennessee.

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Not wishing to purchase land until he had had time to 
look around over the country, he lived fora time in the 
house with Newton Cannon, who was then a bachelor, 
and Surveyor-General of Tennessee. THe was afterward 
Governor of the State. Being at this time engaged in 
surveying lands, he Was away from home the jreater 
part of his time, and Merriman Landrum assumed 
control of his business affairs about home, while Mrs. 
Landrum became the matron of the household. TTushand 
and wife, it seems, both performed their duties to the 
entire satisfaction of Gen. Cannon. It is told that the 
coming governor sometimes complained in jest. that 
Mrs. Landrum had not petehed his clothes as she should 
have done, while the clothes exhibited many conspicuous 
specimens of her handiwork. The general carried his 
gun with him on his surveys, and kept the table supplied 
with fresh venison through the greater part of the 
year. é 

The warmest attachment sprang up between the 
bachelor and Landrum, which was severed only by 
death. They visited each other often, and after the 
death of Landrum, Cannon, then Governor of the State, 
paid his widow a special visit of sympathy and condo- 
lence. 

“Tandrim purchased Jand and began life us a farmer 
in 1807. He proved to be a first-class farmer and 
made a good living. ITe was one of the first Baptist 
preachers in Williamson county, Tenn. ; but whether he 
was ordained in South Carolina or Tennessee, we have not 
been able to learn. It is certain that he preached in

¢ 
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South Carolina, but it may have been only when on a 
visit to this State. John Hf. Walker, Esq., wrote of 
him: “Ife preached at least twice at my father’s house 
in Union county, S.C. I heard him both times. IIe 
was a forcible, old-time preacher, making good use of his 
lungs and arms.” 

Job Cooper of Tennessee writes: “ He was a good 
preacher, and stood as high in the estimation of the 
people as any man I] was ever acquainted with.” 

lis worthy son said of him, long after his death : 
“We was a Baptist preacher of respectable preaching 
powers, and of much personal influence, both as a min- 
ister and as a citizen.” «He was in politics a Jelfersonian 
Republican, or as known in later times a Democrat, and 
his influence scems to have been courted by many of the 
leading politicians of his State. James kK. Polk frequently 
made his house a stopping-place, and other prominent 
men of the day sought and enjoyed his friendship and 
hospitality. 

He, too, lies buried in the Mt. Pleasant church-yard, 
having fallen in the prime and vigor of manhood. The 
following is the inscription on his tomb: -

The account of the Landrum family would be very 
incomplete without a brief notice of cach one of these. 

Vlizabeth, the eldest, was born in 1808. She married 
Job Cooper, a good man and a highly-respected citizen. 
At the date of this writing she and her husband are still 
living in Hamilton county, Texas, and are both pious 
members of the Presbyterian Church. They are the 
parents of five sons and two daughters, only three of 
whom are‘alive. Four of their boys lost their lives in 
defence of the South in the late war. One of them, 
Geo. W. Cooper, was a field officer under Gen. Hood, 
and was killed near Atlanta, Ga. Their children -that 
are living, and many of their grandchildren, are wealthy, 
educated, and of high social position.

He 
left the home of his mother whea only fourteen ycars 
old, to battle with the world, and went to Georgia, 
where he married, and for a time followed the business 
of a millwright, and afterward that of a railroad 
contractor, By energy and attention to ‘business he 
acquired a competency of this world’s goods, and is now 
aweful and honored citizen, 

‘Harriet marricd Ralph J. Alexander, son of Angus 
Alexnnder, of Union, S. C., and a remarkably good man.

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weakness, if weakness it is, which causes another to 


linger near a place that is consccrated by a thousand 
sacred recollections, and to which he is bound by a 
thousand sacred ties. 

If any one period of John G, Landrum’s life, more 
than another, was characterized by unceasing activity 
and arduous toil, it was that extending from 1854 to 
1861. He had prevailed upon the Bethlehem church to 
release him as the supply, in order that he might accept 
the call to Bethel, but he still preached regularly to four 
churches, and in addition supplied at least two more by 
weekly appointments. One of these churches was the 
Boiling Springs, to which he gave one day in the month, 
and every fifth Sunday. It will be remembered, too, 
that during the period named, he was giving two 
Sundays in the month, and one Tuesday night to the 
Spartanburg church. Je also superintended the build- 
ing of the new house of worship at Spartanburg, and 
with no help from abroad, raised principally by his 
individual efforts the neat sum of ten thousand dollars 
for that purpose. The building was completed in 1856, 
and the dedication sermon was preached by Dr. Thomas 
Curtis. 

In 1857, the Baptists of South Carolina were called 
upon to raise one hundred thousand dollars, as their 
quota of the half a million, with which it was proposed 
to endow the Southern Baptist Theological Seminary at 
Greenville. Landrum entered warmly and heartily into 
this movement; talked and worked for it both privately 
and publicly, and by his efforts and personal influence, 
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contributed in no small measure to its success. IIe was, 
during several of these years, vice president of the State 
Baptist Convention ; Judge O’Neall being president. 
In the midst of his varied and pressing religious duties, 
he never neglected his duties 23 a citizen, but always 
took the warmest interest in public affairs, and scruti- 
nized closely the political problems of the day. About 
this time of his life he served for several years as treas- 
urer of the Board of Commissioners of the Poor, of 
Spartanburg county, without pay or emolument of any 
kind, and performed all the dutics pertaining to the 
position with cheerfulness and exactness; though the 
greater part of the work was little Jess than thankless 
drudgery. 

In 1858, the first monument was erected on Cowpens 
Battle Ground, in the eastern part of Spartanburg 
county, by the Washington Light Infantry, a famous 
military company of Charleston, S. C. The company 


marched throuyh the country with their baggage train ~ 


and camp equipage, and pitched their camp on the far- 
famed field. There was a vast concourse of people 
present to witness the erection, and the ceremonies of 
dedication were of the most imposing kind. Rev. Joho 
G. Landrum had previously been selected as the orator 
of the day, on account of his having been recommended 
to the company as being the most thoroughly conversant 
with the country’s history that could anywhere be 
found. We have often heard the speech made on this 
ogeasion complimented as one replete with informat:on, 
pathos and pow:r. There is good authority for stating 
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that Dr. Thomas Curtis, who heard both, pronounced 
it superior to Preston’s great oration at King’s Moun- 
tain. IPf the speech was a written one, the manneorlpt 
has been de troyed, or at least it is not to be found 
among Mr. Landrum’s papers. It is quite probable 
that he spoke from notes, and the notes were afterward 
thrown away. 

There are doubtless many still living wh 
the occasion and the address, but a 
both that we have before us, is one given by the Spar- 
tanburg Lxpreas, in its issue of May Ist, 1836. A few 
extracts from that account may be of interest to the 
reader, After describing some preliminary details, the 
writer says : 

‘ The work being completed, the company changed 
their fatigue dress for their fall dress uniform at 
formed in a double column around the midrermioni to 
consecrate it to its sacred purposes.

“Rev. J.G. Landrum was then called out, and gave 
us a five speech, in which he exhibited a store of infor- 
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mation that he had gathered up from different sources, 
that would be interesting and valuable to the public. 
He defended the militia from the slur that some are 
disposed to cast upon their conduct at the battle of 
Cowpens. He spoke, at length, on the defeat of Gates 


at Camden, and of the gloom which overspread the land 
in consequence of that disaster, and of how the English 
commander wrote home to say that South Carolina was 
again a British province. Then Greene took command. 
Before this, however, there had been several encounters, 
and among them King’s Mountain and Blackstock’s. 
Greene therefore thought if he had any friends they 
were in the up country. Te sent Morgan up the Broad 
river, with directions to take the road leading toward 
Ninety Six. | He stopped at Grindall’s, and gave out 
that he was there for recruits from the whigs and the 
friends of the cause of liberty. Here he received 
information to the effect that Cols Tarleton was some six 
or seven miles on the other side of the river in Chester 
district, and was evidently intending to cross the river 
above him, and cut off his retreat. Morgan, therefore, 
on the 16th of January, 1781, left Grindall’s and came 
up and camped on this spot, about sundown. He 
perhaps intended to cross the river and go into North 
Carolina, but his scouts came in and informed him 
that ‘Tarleton was upon his rear. He then determined 
here to give him battle on the following morning, 
and here on the fullowing day was fought the battle 
in commemoration of which this mooument has been 


erected.

was feared that her disease would develop into consump- 
tion, but as she maintained her usual cheerfulness and 
went about her daily business with her usual alacrity, 
the pallid cheek and the departed lustre of the eve did 
not excite immediate alarm, She was suddenly attacked, 
however, with typhoid-pneumonia during the latter part 
of the winter of 185$-7, and after suffering only one 
week, she peacefully passed away. She was conscious 
up to within a few hours of her death, and she called 
her husband and children to her bedside and talked to 
them long and tenderly. She pave them the most 
minute directions in regard to her burial, even designat- 
ing those of her lady friends whom she wished to dress 
and lay out her body. Among her last words to her 
haosband, she said, “You have been a kind husband and 
have made me happy.” 

She was attended in her last sickness by Dr. J. J. 
Vernon and Dr. John C. Ocland, both of whom she 
held in very high esteem, and’ everything that medical 
skill and yearning affection could suggest was done to 
assuage her sufferings and smooth the pathway of death. 
Ifer body was followed to the Mount Zion church-yard 
by a Jarge concourse of people, and Rev. M. C. Barnett 
preached the funeral sermon. ;

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CHAPTER VII. 


SECOND MARRIAGE—THE EARLE FAMILY—INTEREST 
IN THE SECESSION MOVEMENT—DURING TITE WAR 
—MOVES TO NORTH PACOLET—DEATH OF SECOND 
WIFE—RECALLED TO MOUNT ZION AND BETILE- 
MEM—TAKES CHARGE OF WOLF’S CREEK CHURCH 
—CHURCIL HISTORY—ORGANIZATION OF SPARTAN- 
BURG ASSOCIATION — LAST DAYS—SICKNESS AND 
DEATH. 

HE duties of both father and mother pressed heavily 

on Mr, Landrum, yet he met the increased respon- 
sibility with increased exertion, sustained by a sublime 
‘trust in the goodness and wisdom of God. His work, 
as a minister, called him away from home every week, 
and not unfrequently kept him away for days, and 
sometimes weeks together; but the children always 
knew when to look for him, and nestling closely to ane 
another in love, they yet vied with one another in efforts 
to merit his approval. His eldest daughter, Mary, then 
quite young, assumed the charge of the household, and 
for many years she stood in the place, and performed, as 
best she could, the loving duties of the mother that was 
gone. And when another household claimed: her love, 
and her heart and hand had been bestowed upon the 


man of her choice who was worthy of them both, then 
194 
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her younger sister, Lizzie, stepped into her place in the 
family home aud in the affections of the family circle. 
Her untiring and unselfish devotion to the family 
through many succeeding years, extending through 
another period of bereavement, made her the centre, if 
not the head, of the household, and endeared her 
especially to the father’s heart. It was not until the 
fumily had passed through its most trying years that she 
would consent to leave it, and then to bestow her hand 


on one of the best of men. 


Jn 1859, Mr. Landrum was marricd to Miss Naney 


Miller Earle, a noble, consecrated woman, well worthy 
of his affections and well qualified to adorn and brighten 
his home and to cheer and comfort his heart. . She came 
of a high-toned religious family that has given to the 
country and to the Baptist denomination its full quota 
of noble men and women. She was the sixth child and 


second daughter of Theron and Hannah Earle, and ~ 


sister of Rey. Thomas J. Earle, who has already been 
frequently mentioned in the progress of this memoir. 
Her father was the son of Baylis and Mary Earle, who 
emigrated from Virginia before the Revolutionary War. 
Theron was born at Parlesville, in Spartanburg county, 
S. C., and spent the days allotted him on earth not far 
from the place of his birth. He was married in early 


life to Miss Hannah Miller. He was a man of great ° 


energy and industry and acquired a fine property. He 
was remarkable for his good practical sense, his kindness 
to the pour, and his general intelligence. Though he 


was modest and unpretentious, his sterling qualities of _ 
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head and heart were appreciated and admired by a wide 
circle of friends. Ife was for a number of years Ad- 
jutant of the Thirty-sixth Regiment, S.C. ML, and was 
honorad by his fellow citizens with a scat in the State 
Legislature. Tle and his wife had seven sons and two 
daughters born to them, of whom four sons and the two 
daughters lived to maturity. 

One of his sons, Dr. M. B. Earle, became an eminent 
physician in the city of Greenville. 

Crawtord Montgomery Earle, another son, began 
business as a merchant in Greenville, but dived soon after 
his first stock of goods was placed in the shelves. 

The remaining two sons, Thomas J. and O. P. Earle 
are still living. The former of these is so well known 
and he has already been xo frequently mentioned that 
further notice here is unnecessary. It would be difficult 
to write much about religious and educational progress 
in Spartanburg during the last twenty-five years without 


- mentioning the name of Thomas J. Karle. O. P. Earle 


is a member of the Wolf's Creck church, near which he 
lives. He has inherited many of the strong traits of 


his father, and is a worthy representative of a worthy 


name, He is quiet and unobtrusive in his demeanor, 
attentive to his business, well-to-alo in the world, kind 
to the poor, while his strung sense and known integrity 
give him position and influence among all who know 
him. With his beautiful home backed by his broad 
acres of fertile lands, and his elaant and loving family 


making home more beautiful still; with the confidence 


and esteem of his fellow-men seeured by uprightness 
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and integrity, surely he may say, like the psalmist, 
“The lines have fallen to me in pleasant places, and T 
have a goodly heritage.” 

Elizabeth Earle, one of the two sisters, became the 
wife of Gen. J. W. Miller, a man whom Spartanburg 
county often honored with various positions of trust 
and responsibility, and who proved true to every trust 
that. the people committed to him. 

The education of Naney Earle was begun in the 
schools near her home, taught by such teachers as could 
be procured by the patrons. One of her teachers was 
William Dickson ; another was Richard Golightly, who 
traht two years near her father’s house, She afterward 
went portions of two years to Mr. Landrum when be 
was teaching at Rock Spring, ax has already been stated: 
It is well that the events of the future are conccaled 
from mortal vision. The teacher at Rock Spring and 
the timid little school girl would have regarded each 
other with an interest, perhaps, not very favorable to 
intellectual progress and development, could they have 
opened the book of life and read the decrecs of destiny. 
Her education was, finished in the Greenville Female . 
Academy, taught by Mr. Halenquest. She joined the 
Wolf’s Creek church, December, 3d, 1846, and was 
baptized by Mr. Landrum in North Pacolct, at a place 
netr the home of her childhood, having been specially 
awakened to her need of a Saviour on the 6th of October, 
1845, the day on which her brother, Thomas J. Farle, - 
joined the church at New Prospect. 

She was reseryed and modest, but accomplished and 
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intelligent, of decided character, true piety, and of 

remarkable neatness and order. : 

Three children were born to her and Mr. Landrum, 
vnly one of whom is now living. One died in infancy, 
and another at three years of age. The latter, little 
Earle, was a bright, promising boy, and his death was 

,@ sore trial to both father and mother. The third 
child is Miss Nannie Earle Landrum, who was educated 
under her father’s direction in the Williamston Female 

College, where she graduated before his death. Since 
his death she has taken a two years’ extra course in 
Richmond, Wa., with the special view of preparingr 
herself thoroughly for the noble work of teaching. She 
is now a teacher in the Cooper-Limestone Jnstitute, an 
institution secured to the Baptists mainly through her 
father’s instrumentality, and which he loved as “the 
child of his old age.” 

“Tt has already been stated that Mr. Landrum was’a 
member of the Secession Convention of South Carolina 
in 1860, and his work as chaplain and colporteur in the 
army has also been detailed. 

Mr. Landrum never carried polities into the pulpit, 
and no man entertained a more hearty contempt than 
he, for the politico-sensational preacher, who would 
debase the high calling of a minister of the gospel, by a 
vile subserviency to demagogism and party purposes ; 
yet he held that his calling asa minister, so far from 
interfering with his rights and duties as a citizen, clothed 
those rights and duties with a higher significance, and a 
more sacred importance. In a word, he held that a 
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preacher ought to be an example to others, in temporal 
as well as in spiritual things, and a better and more 
watchful citizen by virtue of his position as a teacher 
and expounder of God’s word. He had long watched 
the cloud that had been slowly gathering on the northern 
horizon ; and when Mr. Lincoln was elected president of 
the United States by a party pledged to the overthrow 
of Southern institutions, and to the annulling of -the 
rights of the States under the constitution, he considered 
that one party to the federal compact had flagrantly 
violated its obligations, and that the other party was 
thereby not only released from its obligations, but was 
compelled to look after its own interests. IIe openly 
declared himself in favor of secession, and when he was 
nominated as a delegate to the State Convention, he 
publicly wurned the people not to vote for him if they 
did not wish the State to withdraw from the Union, for, 


if he went to the convention, he would certainly advo- . 


cate and vote for secession. 

On his return home from the convention, he was 
serenaded by the old artillery company, that had for 
years drilled, and paraded at Timmon’s Old Field, and 
a salute was fired in front of his residence in honor of 
the passage of the ordinance of secession. The country 
was now thoroughly aroused, and soon afterward the 
Thirty-sixth Regiment of Militia was assembled by 
order. of Colonel Legge, at Bomar’s Old Field, and a 
call was made for volunteers. Mr. Landrum appeared 
upon the field on horseback, and urged the men to go 
forward in defence of their couutry, declaring among 
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other things, that he would vouch for the artillery 
company’s doing its whole duty. Tt is said that when a 
few minutes afterward, the order was given for yvolun- 
teers to step to the front, the artillery company, with the 
exception of one single member, marched forward in a 
body, amid the beating of drums, the waving of banners, 
and the shouts of the assembled multitude. 

More than one great divine in the world’s history 


have been fiscinated with the pageantry of war, and 


have lost sight of their holy mission amid scenes of 


human slaughter: but it may be truthfully said of Mr. 


Landrum, that he realized fully the responsibilities of 


his mission as a preacher of righteousness, and that his 
soul recoiled with horror from the thought of war and 
bloodshed, It was only a stern sense of duty—the 
irrepressible instincts-of a high-toned and noble man- 
hood—that brought him out on such occasions as that 
just named; and when the oarasion was over, he returned 
immediately to his life-work -with ardor unabated, and 
aspirations untainted by the worldly contact. 

The war came on with all its untold horrors. It is 
not only the carnage of the battle-ficld, and the heart- 
sickening scenes of the hospital that make war horrible. 
To these must be added the unsettling of society ; the 
destruction of property ; the blighting of human hopes ; 
the frustrating of human plans; the searing of con- 
science ; the sway of angry passions ; the reiyn of every 
vice; the disregard for luw; the wide-spread desolation 
and demoralization that settle like a pall upon the land 
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bring “ peace on carth, and good will to men” ; while 
demons reign, and rejoice in the wild fury of the strife, 
and the moral degradation of mankind. 

Mr. Landrum deplored the war as all good men did, 
but he accepted it as a direful necessity and as the only, 
path of safety. While in the Secession Convention, in 
Charleston, he wrote to his wife, under date of December 
29th, 1860, “I am quite well and at my post. We are 
approaching near to the point whether we shall have 
peace or war for our rights. Commissioners are at 
Washington in negotiation with the President. I cannot 
say what will be the result of their mission. I, how- 
ever, hope for the best.” 

Through the kindness of Miss Nannie E. Landrum, 
we have quite recently been permitted to examine some of 
his letters from the army to his wife, and we make some 


extracts from them as showing something of the nature 


of his work, his tender affection for his family, and the 
minute care he bestowed updn everything about home. 
We shall disregard the chronological order of these 


letters. From Camp Pemberton, S. C., he writes : 


: “ January 31st, 1862. 


“T write to you to let you know that [ am always 
thinking of you, and though I do not see you, still I 
remember you and would not have you think for a 
moment, that I regard our separation as a light thing. 
On the contrary, it is one of the great privations and 
sacrifices of my life to be separated from my family at 


this time; and nothing but the fact that the country is 
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involved in war which threatens its ruin, and the de 
struction of all that is dear to you, myself, and our 
children, could reconcile me to the separation. The war 
seems to be assuming a dark and threatening. aspect. 
When it will close, the Gud of heaven only knows, but I 
fear not soon. Still, I hope it will not last long. * * * 
Tam, through mercy, in good health and am performing 


. my duties as well as I can.” 


“ October 10th, 1861.

never before saw as much sickness in all my life. I 
have just returned from Columbia on a visit ta, the sick. 
I have started from Columbia a barrel of molasses, a 
barrel of sugar, and a bushel of rice. They will be ‘« 
Spartanburg by Saturday next. Send the wagon down 
on that day and have them hauled home.” 


“ October 4th, 1861. 
“Tam quite well and am located pleasantly. I have 
a splendid tent entirely to myself, and I slecp as com- 
fortably as at home. We have much sickness in camp 
—mostly measles. I am quite anxious to hear from 
home. You must write to me, and tell Mary and Lizzie 


‘to write. I think of you all every half hour in the 


day ; indeed, you are but seldom out of my mind, [I 
have Earle and Furman and ’Gomery always before me 


‘in my thoughts. Do take good care of them, and make 


them obey you. 


Lizzie must sce to Furman and 
> in Md . 
Gomery, as Karle requires so much of your care. 
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“Wo are making great sacrifices in this separation, 
but I trust our country and our God will reward us. I 
have much to do here—preaching aud holding prayer 
meetings every night, with large assemblies, first at one 
tent and then another. I am treated with great courtesy 
by the officers and soldiers. * * * Tell Kennedy to 
make the boys mind him and to gather the peas as fast 
as they ripen, to pick the cotton as it opens, and to com- 
mence gathering the Joe Laurens field of corn as soon 
as it will do. If the weather continues dry, I think it 
may do by the 15th of the month. They must shuck 


"it and put it into the big crib. 


“T pray that you may be happy and cheerful in my 
absence and that God will support us both under the sac- 
rifices we are called to make for our country. You must 
send George for the mail every Saturday as usual, and if 
the club is broken up since I left, you had better send 
him on Wednesdays and Saturdays, and I will try to 
write at least three times a week. . Tell Elvira and 
Charlotte to make their boys behave themselves and to 
do their work without any fuss. ‘Tell Kennedy if he 
wants any advice about anything to send word through 
your letters. Tell him to take good care of the horses 
und to feed the hogs bountifully twice or three times a 
day both in the pen and in the lot. I have every con- 


fidence in his doing the best he can.” 


“CoLumpra, December 31st, 1861. 
“ As the convention does not meet to-day till twelve 


o’clock, I will write to you. Though I have no news 
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of interest from the war; till [ may. say that affairs 
about our coast are quite exciting. “the enaiey are 
accumulating in great numbers against South Cipolinn, 
Where they will strike a blow is vet unknown. Troops 
are pouring down from the up-country in great numbers. 
Tf they can get arms, as I suppose they can, I do not 
think the enemy will be able to advance on the main 
Jand. The up-country is doing all that ought to be 
expected of it. The State of South Carolina has now 
about thirty thousand troops in the field. We are 
getting a strong foree, too, from Tennessee, North Caro- 
lina and Virginia, But it is a trying time for our 
country, and all will be expected to do their duty. You, 
no doubt, think it hard that I should leave home, and 
subject my family to many privations and hardships, 
that they would not have, perhaps, if I were at home ; 
but I hope you will remember that in these sacrifices 
you do not stand alone. Others, very many others are 
called on, do endure like sufferings, and far greater 
sufferings ; and I assure you there is not one hour passes 
over my head, in which T do not think of my family. The 
separation is painful to me, far more than you are aware 
of; but [ sincerely pray the Lord to take eare of you in 
my absence. T hope you will all keep well and hearty, 
but if you or any of the fimily should be sick, I want 
you to send for Dr. Vernon, and if he should be ont of 
the way, send for Dr. Cleveland. I saw the latter 
the night [ lef home, and spoke to him to attend to any 
of my family in case of sickness. In the absence of 
Dr. Vernon, he promised to do so, Dr. Boyd would 
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willingly come, if you were to send for him. I wrote 
to Belton yesterday, in regard to having the wheat 
ground up, and in the letter T enclosed a paper of 
needles, which TE hope will come safely to hand, I have 
searched the town of Columbia over for cotton cards, 


and can find none—not a single pair.” 


“ Coos\HATCHIB, 8. C., November 12th, 1861. 


“T hope you will not be uneasy about me. I am 
quite well, and getting on well, * * * TT think of 
you every hour, in the day ; but still feel under the 
circumstances that I am discharging a very important 
duty to Ged and my country. T hope you will feel that 
1 appreciate. the sacmfices you are daily and hourly 
making in my absence, but T pray that you may make 
them with patience and fortitude. If the country was 
not engaged in a miost bloody war, and I did not feel 
that it is necessary for my influence and example to be 
thrown into the scale, I certainly could not be hired to 
stay away from home. If, at any time, you should wish 
to visit your Ma or Thomas, or any one else, I. want 
you to take Miles and the carriage and go. As the 
weather is good, tell Kennedy to try to get the wheat 
sowed as fast as possible. I forgot to tell him to brush 
it in ag he plows it. I want the hogs fed what they can 
cat. Tell him to take good care of the keys.” 


“Camp Jounsos, October 11th, 1861. 


“Tam going to Columbia to-day to sec the sick in the 
hospital. I hope you all keep well and will be able to 
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get along comfortably. I feel it, no doubt, a greater 


sacrifice to be separated from you than you do. But the 


war has called many men from home, under far more. 


trying circumstances than T have encountered in leaving 
home. We must commit our cause into the hands of a 
righteous God, and do our duty. J trust you will pray 
for me, that I may do my duty acceptably to God and 
my country,” ‘ 
“RicumMonp, Wa., June 2d, 1862. 
“A great battle is being fought near Richmond. It 
has lasted now two days, and is expected to continue to- 
day, but has not commenced yet. The battle-field is 
some six miles from the city. Our division (Gen, Hill’s) 
has not been in the fight. I came here last night to hear 
_from Franklin (his son). Col. Jenkins’ Regiment, was 
in the fight both days and lost a great many men, but I 
cannot hear that Franklin was either killed or wounded, 
All the wounded have been brought to Richmond, and 
I walked three hours from house to house where they 
were left, to see if Franklin was among them, but could 
see or hear nothing of him. I saw many of Col. Jenkins’ 
wounded, and they all knew him, but did not know how 
he came out of the battle. I think he is safe? * 


These easy, impromptu letters, written with no thought 
of their ever being scen by others than his own family, 
give us a clearer and deeper insight into Mr. Landrum’s 
character than whole volumes of description could give. 
They are the natural promptings of the heart, when 
hidden away from the world; when the voice of ambi- 
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tion is hushed, and no extrancous aids are to be called in 
to bolster up a character for a passing occasion. They 
are life-pictures of the tender, thoughtful husband, of 
the affectionate father, of the kind master, of the provi- 
dent householder, of the true patriot, of the devoted 
man of God. In such pictures, the great unbend them- 
selves; the grandeur which enveloped them as they 
towered above the multitudes and magnified them into 
unearthly giants, vanishes into thin air; the beings of” 
wonderful proportions shrink back into men of life 
size, and their qualities of mind and heart shine forth in 
the clear light of truth. 

After his return from the army, Mr. Landrum re- 
mained at home during the rest of the war, preaching 
to his churches, and doing what he could to relieve the 
wants, soothe the afflictions, and strengthen the hearts 
of the people. The truth is he was one of the men that 
was more needed at home than in the army. The wails 
of sorrow were going up all over the land, and the faith 
of many devout children of God was sorely tried. 
Before the close of the war, grim want had begun to 
show hig haggard face and had crossed with stealthy, 
ghost-like tread, the thresholds of some darkened and 
desolate homes, : . 

It is not our purpose to detail the sufferings and _pri- 
vations of those years, but merely to say that through 
them all Mr. Landrum was indefatigable in his atten- 
tions to the temporal as well as the spiritual wants of 
the people. ‘The heart-stricken widow found in him 
comforter and friend, and the cries of distress never fell 
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unhecded on his ears. We note in one of his letters 
from the army directions “to carry a load of corn to 
the poor house’’?; and when he was at home, his corn 
crib and larder were always accessible to those who were 
in need. 

The last meeting of the Southern Baptist Convention 
that he attended was held in Savannah, just at the 
beginning of the war, probably in May, 1861. He was 
there the guest of his relative, Dr. Sylvanus Landrum, 
now of New Orleans, but then a pastor in Savannah: 
It was the first time the two had met in life, but the 
acquaintance ripened into warm friendship, and led to 
the visit of Dr. Landrum since the war, which has been 
mentioned in the early part of this memoir. 

In August, 1863, Mr. Landrum was again called ov 
to pass through the deep waters of domestic hercave- 
ment, and the farthful wife of his bosom, after so short a 
period of connubial happiness, departed with the Angel 
of Death.

She was sick for several weeks, through all

time in its history that Mr. Landrum had failed to 


attend its meeting. His abscuce seemed a strange thing 


to those who had attended the meetings of the Associa- 
tion from boyhood, and, when the cause of it became 
known, many fervent prayers went up in behalf of him 
and his afflicted family. Mrs. Landrum left an infant ° 


daughter only six weeks old, her little boy, Earle, having

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he 
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preceded the mother to the better land ; and again was 
Mr. Landrum called to the duties of both father and 
mother. The little infant was taken and kindly and 
tenderly cared for by its grandmother, who lived with her 
son, T. J. Earle; but, at the end of about two years, the 
grandmother, too, was called home, when the child was 
brought back to her father’s house, there to grow and 
develop into a noble, Christian woman. At the close of 
the war in 1865, Mr. Landrum, like very many of the 
best of our citizens, found himself involved in debt. 
Ie had the management of several estates, and was the 
legal guardian of one-or two families of orphan children, 
By a law of South Carolina, passed during the war, all 
persons acting in a fiduciary character were authorized to 
invest the funds which they held in Confederate bonds, 
and every principle of patriotism required trustees and 
guardians to comply with the law. Beside, there was 
hardly any other investment that could be made. Lands 
could not be purchased, except at fabulous prices ; 
money vould not be loaned ou any reliable security, and 
hegre property was as unsafe as the government itself. 
People who owed money befure the war, with the first 
flood Gf confederate currency, rushed forward to pay, 
and it was considered selfish and unpatriotic in the cred- 
itor not to accept the proffered payment. The creditors 
reasoned that if the Confederacy established its inde 
pendence, its currency and its bonds would both be 
redeemed ; if it failed, then there would be litle prob- 
ability that the individual debtor would be able to 
redeem his ante bellum paper. So, the law just mentioned 
14 . 
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was welcomed as a measure of great relief, and interest, 
as well as patriotism and good faith, prompted every 
man who held funds in trast for another to invest in 
Confederate bonds. After the war, the courts refused to 
recognize the validity of these bonds, and the result was 
bankruptey and financial ruin to many of the best men 
and best financiers of the country. What was worse 
still, many men, hitherto of high character, did not 
“hold fast their integrity.” They were found in the 
dark and erooked paths of dishonor, and the bogus 
transfer of property and all those arts and tricks by 
which dishonest men evade the law and defraud honest 
creditors, became the order of the day. Yet it is a 
consoling thought, and one that recouciles us to human 
nature, that there are a few men in the world whom not 
all the demoralization and disasters of war, not all the 
injustice and oppression of tyrannical governments, not 
wealth nor poverty, nor “heighth nor depth, nor any other 
creature”? can cause to swerve one iota from the known 
path of moral rectitude. Mir. Landrum belonged decidedly 
to this small class—if small it is—and he did not hesitate 
a moment as to the course he would pursue. He never 
dallicd with sin or temptation, nor held a parley with 
the enemy of souls. Ile declared that he would main- 
-tain his honor and redeem his sacred promise, though 
the heavens should fall and he and his should be over- 
whelmed with temporal ruin. The old homestead near 
‘Mount Zion, which had been ‘purchased with the ac- 
cumulations of his early days, and which was endeared 
by the fondest and happiest. recollections of his life, was 
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sold to Mr. Randolph Turner, and with the proceeds of 
the sale and other means obtained by personal sacrifices, 

he met every demand of his creditors, principal and 

interest in full. He and his fumily now moved to a 

farm on North Pacolet, the property of his second wife, 

on which he soon erected a good house, and, approach- 
ing now the age at which most men begin to seck 
repose and retirement, he finds himself beginning life 
anew, as it were, under far more discouraging circum- 
stances than those which attended the first beginning, 
But, though he may have lost some of the enthusiasm 
of former days, yet the same thrift and good manage 
ment of the best years of his life remained, and soon 
accomplished much in restoring his losses and adminis- 
tering to the comfort and well-being of his family. His 
home was again one of plenty, and hia family was again 
soon surrounded with all the comforts and many of the 
luxuries of life. His children, of whom several were 
yet in their minority, were sent to the best schools in the 
country, and their bills were paid, while he, himself, still 
role on horseback to his churches, and preached as in 
days of yore. His home was about three miles from 
the present site of Landrum City, on the Spartanburg 
and Ashville railroad, and, having previously supplied, 
by weekly appointments, the Wolf’s Creck church near 
this place, he now made arrangements by which he was 
enabled to assume regular pastoral change of the church 
and supply it on its regular Saturdays and Sundays. 
This charge was not relinquished until death. It is a 
fact worthy of mention that about this time he was 
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offered a considerable salary to supply a church in’ the 
county town of a neighboring county ; he declined the 
offer on the ground that his own people near his home 
needed his serviees and that his first duty was to them. 
Indeed, through life, he was remarkably adapted to 
preaching to country churches and country congregations, 
and he had the good judgment to know that in his own 
appropriate field, amoug those who had known him and 
loved him so long, he could accomplish more for his 
divine Master than among strangers whose acquaintance 
was yet to be culdivated and whose sympathies were yet 
to be enlisted. So 


“Remote from towns he ran his godly race, 
And ne'er had changed, nor wished to change hiy place.” 


The Wolf’s Creek church was established in 1803, as 
an arm of the Green’s Creek (N.C.) chureh. The first 
records mentioned it as having met “in society,” from 

-which we infer that it began operations under a sort of 
organization, hardly deserving the name of church. 
The first pastor was Rev. John Blackwell, who scems 
to have served the church for a long: period, as he 
emigrated to the West in 1832 or 1833, and no other 
pastor is mentioned in the records until hbout that. time. 
The subjects on which he preached are frequently re- 
corded, and we are led to believe that he was a man of 
ability and of great faith and earnestness. 

+ For thirteen years succeeding Jolin Blackwell's pastor- 
ate, Rev. William Harmon was the pastor, He was 


venerable in years, and near the close of his ministry, 
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the chureh called Rey. Jesse Center as “assistant pastor,” 


“Father Harmon,” as he was called, still being con-

As early as 18 $6, Rey. John G. Landram preached 

to the church on stated days in the week, and under his 

preaching many accessions were made to the membership.

We note that during several of these years, Mr. Lan- 
drum preached regularly to the church once a month, on is 
some day in the weck. 
The records mention the preaching from time to time, of

Henderson, Thomas Grogan, Jo-iah Durham, Thomas

The church in its carly days seems to have devoted a 


good deal of time to matters of discipline, and to the ie 
discussion of important doctrine and duties. Drunken- 

ness was the pret stumbling-hlock and barrier to the 

churcl’s progress, but the records show that this sia was cs 
neither connived at, palliated, nor excused. Many good 
men were excluded frem the fellowship of the church, 
who afterward made satistietory acknowledgments, and 


becume very useful and faithful members.

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Tt was a practice at the opening of each conference to 


> of the charch. AJ] who were 


all for the “ fellowship’ 
in full fellowship, ata signal from the moderator, were 
required to hold up their right hands. Those who did 
not respond in this way, were expected to. rise and 
explain. This~practice opened the way for many con- 
fessions, changes, criminations and recriminations, and 
often led to very serious results. The practice was not 
discontinued, however, until about the beginning of Rev. 
T. J. Earle’s pastorate, in 1857. 

In the record of December 27th, 1827, appears the 
following entry; “Charch met in conference, and, after 
diving worship, took into consideration the ordinance of 
washing of feet. After investigation of the subject, 
finding the church not all of one mind with regard to 
that ordinance, and believing it to be our duty to bear 
with one another in these eases, in order to keep the 
unity of the spirit and the bonds of peace, we agree to 
leave it discretionary, and that it may not appear as a 
bar in the church, request that all members keep their 
seats at such time. Unanimously agree to bear the 
church’s request to brother David Blackwell.” 

The first house of worship was a small log house near 
the banks of Wolt?s Creek, from which the church took 
itsname. In the course of time, another house of larger 
dimensions, but still of forest logs, was built about a 
mile trom the original site; then, in 1855, the present 
framed building was finished and dedicated. 

The building of the Spartanbune and Ashville rail- 


road, and the location of the town of’ Landrum near the 
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church, have been the means of adding greatly both to 
the congregation and church membership. 

The Sunday-school work of the church of late years, 
has been conducted very successfully, owing in a large 
measure to the earnest efforts of Js. Alverson and T. E. 
Prince, the former of whom is a deacon-of the church, 
and licensed minister of the gospel. The latter is also a 
deacon. ; 

The charch, since its organization, has received by 
letter and by baptism, an aggregate of six hundred and 
fourteen members. It has excluded seventy-two, and 
restored thirty-six. The records show periods of great 
coldness. During the six years following 1540, only 
one person joined the church by baptism, During the 
ten years following 1854, one hundred and twenty-five 
persons were baptized. 

Time and space will permit us to mention only a few 
of the men who have been identified with the church’s 
history. 

One of the original founders of the church was Hugh 
Henderson. He was born in Ireland, and reared by 
pious Presbyterian parents, but he became « Baptist, and 
was ono of the first deacons of Wolf’s Creek church. 
He was licensed to preach in 1807, and ordained in 
1821. Inthe church records of 1837, he is mentioned 
as “an old and beloved futher in the gospel.” He was 
fur several years pastor of the Boiling Spring church. 
His body has long since mouldered in a deserted and 
forgotten yrave, while his soul no doubt is flourishing in 


immortil youth and still expanding into wider useful- 
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ness and mounting to higher spheres in the mansions of 


the blest. 

William TTarmon has already becn mentioned as 
pastor of the church for thirteen years. He is repre- 
sented as haviug been a man of limited education, but 
of sound sense, and possessed of a rich fund of practical 
information. Je was earnest and faithful in his calling, 
and was considered, in his day, a good preacher. He, 
too, lived to a good old age, and died without a stain on 
his good name, in the full anticipation of a bright 
immortality. 

David Blackwell, Thomas Grogan, and Benjamin 

_Page, previously mentioned as preachers, were all mem- 

hers of this church, and were ordained by it to preach 
the gospel. ‘The last named lived down to the present 
times, haying been dead only a few years. 

Among the deacons who have served the church from 
time to time, we note the names of Thomas Rice, Wil- 
ian Christopher, Jefferson Barton Page, Josiah Dur- 
ham, Joseph Davis, James Page, Heury Grogan, Robert 
Talley, S. W. West, Pleasant G. Page, and Young 
O’Shields, ‘The first clerk was Baylis Farle, already 
mentioned as the grandfather of Mr. Landrum ’s second 
wife. He is represented as having been a man of more 
learning than was usual for his day. The names of his 
two sons, Theron and Aspusis would indicate that he 
was familiar with Plato. ‘Tradition has it, too, that he 
was very outspoken and decided in his views, often 
making issues with the preachers themselves, on points 
of doctrine. It is told upon one occasion he informed a 
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preacher after services that he did not like his prayer 
that day. The preacher promptly replied, “I don’t care 
if you didn’t, for I did not pray it to you,” 

William S. Mills, a lay member, wasa man of large 
means, and by his liberality contributed much to the 
financial prosperity of the church. IIe bore a consider- 
able part of the expense incurred in the erection of the 
present house of worship. : 

The following members lost their lives in defence of 
their country during the war: Jefferson B. Page, John 
F. Hall, Pleasant G. Page, J. H. Daniel, A. A. Rudi- 
sail, W. M. Bowling, Jonas Saunders, E. W. Jackson, 
8. W. Hannon, G. W. Hall, William Townsend and 
John Wofford. 

About the time Mr. Landrum took regular charge of 
Wolf’s Creck church, he also resumed the charge of 
Mount Zion and Bethlehem. It will be remembered 
that he had given up these charges in order that. he 


might serve other churches, and the separation, like 
many other Guthly separations, had proved to be of 
mueh longer duration than had been anticipated. Mount 
Zion and.Bethlehem always regarded him as their own, 


und if, at times, they were prevailed on to release him, 
it was with the understandiny that the release was tem- 
porary only. They felt that they had merely loaned 
him for a time to other churches, IIe now returned to 
both and renewed the relations which had beea formed 
in his bovhood—relations which were neither severed 
hor interrupted again until his death. He now gave his 
Saturdays and Sundays to the three churches named and 
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New Prospect, and with these charges, and the cares of 
home and his farm, his duties began to run in sume- 
thing like weekly, monthly, and yearly orbits, with 
seldom an incident or tangent to break the completeness 
of the circle. His closing years came on kindly and 
softly, and though the current of life was still broad 
and deep, and moved with majestic force, yet its flow 
was noiscless, and scarcely a wavelet ruffled its placid 
surface. We do not mean to assert, however, that with 
the advance of years, Mr. Landrum sauk into a state of 
indolence and luxurious repose ;—far from it. His field 
was as wide as ever; his appointments were met with 
the same promptitude that had been cbaracteristic of his 
early days; and whatever enterprise was inaugurated 
for the public’s good, was sure, if approved by his judg- 
ment, to enlist his sympathy and active support. But 
we mean to say ouly that the vigor and impetuosity of 
his early manhood were tempered now by the wisdom of 
age into a quiet energy, that moved with less demon- 
stration along the well-beaten paths of experience. He 
was the trained veteran that no longer became excited at 
the sound of the battle. ‘ 

His children one after another marricd, and left the 
family altar, until his youngest child alone remained, 
‘Then when the little town called by his name sprang up 
on the Spartanburg and Ashville railroad, he secured 
some lots, and built a comfortable residence, and again 
changed the place of his abode. His son Furman and 
wife kept the house, and he himself came and went. as

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Miss Nannie, being now in girlhood, was kept away at 
school a good part of the time. He became strongly 
attached to his daughter-in-law, Mrs. Furman Landrum, 
and in his will, executed awhile before his death, he did 
not forget to bequeath her and her children the beautiful 
home, which she had made to him so pleasant and 
attractive. 

He had taken an active part in organizing the Spar- 
tanburg and Ashville Railroad company, and had helped 
with his means and all of his influence to build the 
road, and it was in acknowledgment of his valuable 
services that his name was given to the little mountain 
town, to be perpetuated through all the coming years. 

The causes which led to the dissolution of the Tyger 
River Association, and the part that Mr. Landrum acted 
in that event, have already been detailed. 

In August, 1876, the churches composing the Spar- 
tanburg division of that association, with several churches 
from the Broad River Association, met by their repre- 
sentatives at New Prospect, and organized the Spartan- 
burg Association, adopting, with some unimportant 
alterations, the same constitution and rules which had 
goveracd the Tyger River through all its history. 

Muoy of the delegates came up to New Prospect in 
no very goud humor, or devout frame of mind. Some 
of them were hampered by peculiar instructions from 
their churches, and were prepared to make peculiar and 
exorbitant demands. It was feared by sume who had 
‘the poo of the cause at heart, that it would be very 


‘difficult, under the existing state of feeling, to cflect an 


¥ 
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harmonious organization, if indeed an organization could 
be effected at all. 

It was fortunate under these circumstances that there 
was one man present in whom all had confidence—whom 
all honored and revered. By a common impulse, ax it 
were, Mr. Landrum was unanimously chosen temporary 
chairman, and after a few words of explanation as to 
the object of the meeting and a few aflectionate, fatTrexdye 
admonitions, he proceeded quictly and industriously " 
the organization, calling for the church letters and have 
ing the names of delegates enrolled, as if the Association 
had been in existence from time immemorial. ‘There 
aeeanted to be no place for objections and no opportunity 
for discussions ; the turbulent brethren broucht Jorinind 
their letters and answered to their names sian called 
as the others, and the organization was speedily and 

quietly completed. It was like Neptune in the Juatl 
raising his placid head above the troubled waters, while 
the angry wptows sank into repose, and the raging winds 
hushed their howlings, and were lulled into peaceful rest. 
Che Association was then permancatly organized by

‘ap an ay cn, treasurer; and took its 
position among its sister Associations of the State. Its 
career of nine years, we trust, has been productive of 
rood and conducive to the advancement of the Redecmer’s 
Kingdom on the earth. [tis pow composed of twenty= 
, seven churches, representing: at last report an auerepate 
church membership of four thousand one hundred ne 
nincty-three, 
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At the meeting of the Association in 1579, informa- 
tion was received through Major Thomas Bomar, to the 
effect that Ton, Peter Cooper, of New York, had inti- 
matted a willingness to donate the celebrated Limestone 
Springs property, er so mach of it as was in his posses- 
sion, to some religious or benevolent incorporation, to be 
used by them for educational purposes. Mr. Landrum 
was appointed chairman of a committee to confer with 
Mr. Cooper, and the final result was that Mr. Cooper 
donated the property, valued at $22,000, to the Spar- 
tanburg .\ssociation, with the provision that it is to be 
used for purposes of education, The Association was 
then incorporated by an act of the Legislature, a board of 
trustees was clectal, with John G. Landrum as President, 
and in the fall of 1881, the famous Limestone Springs 
Female High School was re-opened under the name of 
“Phe Cooper-Limestone Institute for Young Ladies.” 
Mr. Landrum worked indefatigably for this enterprise, 
and gave to it the best energies of his declining years. 
He was through life an carnest advocate of education. 
He was one of the trustees of Johnson Female Univer- 
sity, and served on the board of trustces of Furman 
University fora period of fifteen or twenty years. The 
Cooper-Limestone Institute was the pet of his old age, 
and he lavished upon it the affections of his great heart 
and gave it his best thoughts and his most fervent 
prayers. During the last seven years of his life he 
preached to the Limestune church onmevery fifth Sunday, 
reaching it from his home at Landrum by rail, a dis- 


tance of some fifty miles. 
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The last sermon John G. Landrum ever preached 
was at Wolf's Creek church, on the second Sunday in 
January, 1882, from the text, “Gather not my soul 
with sinners, nor my life with bloody men?’ — He 
preached to a crowded house, and it was generally re- 
marked that he displayed unusual earnestness and 
emotion. He spoke of his friends and brethren who 
had gone to their reward, whom Ife said he should soon 
Join ; of his deceased wives, the mothers of hia children, 
whom he would mect in heaven, and made an carnest 
and affectionate appeal to the unconverted, assuring 
them -of the deep interest he felt in their welfare and 
his heart-felt desire that they should be saved. 

On the next Tuesday night he made his Jast public 
prayer. Rev. Milnor Jones, of the Episcopal Church, 
engaged in missionary work in the mountains, failed to 
reach Landrum Station on Tuesday morning in time for 
the train, and was compelled to remain over until the 
next day. He made an appointment to preach at the 
academy that night. Mr. Landrum invited him to his 
house and accompanied him to the academy. After the 
sermon, Mr. Landrum closed with prayer. Several who 
heard it, remarked that it was one of the most fervent 
and fecling petitions they had ever heard. Mr. Jones 
writes: “Rev. John G. Landrum closed the exercises 
with a prayer of unusual eloquence and power, and even 
how much more would we have appreciated it, had we 
known that this was his last public ministration—that 
the lips which there pleaded so earnestly before the 
throne of grace, would soon be cold and dumb in death. 
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As it is, I shall always be thankful to our God and 
Saviour Jesus Christ that [ was included in his last 
prayer, and received the blessing of his last benediction,” 

On Friday following the mecting, Mr. Landrum 
complained of heart-burv. His son, Foci, gave 
him a little soda, which seemed to relieve him. On 
Friday night he ate a hearty supper, and was taken very 
sick during the night. fis son, Dr. J. B. O. Landrum, 
was sent for, who came and found him suffering froin 
extreme nausea, with constant disposition to yvemit. 
Aside from this he complained of a severe pain in the 
chest, such as, he said, he had never felt betore. Dr. 
Landrum promptly administered an emetic, and he ob- 
tained partial relief. Dr. Landrum called in Dr. George 
R. Dean, and when he arrived, it was thought that he 
was better, and from that day till his death he seemed 
to be improving. Dr, Landrum, with his family, visited 
him again on Sunday and found him still scemingly 
better, but complaining of a lurking pain in the region 
of the heart. Ife was disposed to talk a great deal 
about death—said, so far as his preparation was con- 
cerned, he had made up his mind long ago that he was 
as ready as he ever would be. “ But oh!” he exclaimed, 
“there is so much work for me to do!” He added: 
“ But when I do die, [ shall not plead my own works, 
but the merits of a crucified Saviour, and I shall die an 
humble penitent at lis feet.” 

Dr. Landrum thought it not best to encourage him to 
talk about death, so the subject was changed, and the 
rest of the day was passed in cheerful conversation.

Dr, Landrum visited him again on Monday and found 
him sitting: up and apparently doing well. He himself 


thought that he would be able to meet his appointinent 


to preach on the next Sunday, - Tuesday and Wednesday 
he remained about the house, and, as he did not complain 
much, the family thought he was getting on well, and 
that he would soon regain his accustomed health and 
spirits, 

On Wednesday night his youngest daughter, Miss 
Nannie 1. Landrum, read to him, as she was accustomed 
to do, for a considerable length of time, and he listened

Life of John C. Calhoun, When his daughter arose to 
leave the room, he took her upon his knee and talked 
long and tenderly. Ife spoke of the probability of his 
early death, and told her all his plans for the arrange-

He then spoke of the 

goodness of Providence in bringing her up to be the 

comfort and happiness of his old age, and, afier some 

wise and affectionate words of counsel, he bade her go, 

and they both retired to rest. : 
On Thursday, 19th of January, he arose about in the 

same condition of body and mind as he had been in for 

-several days. He did not seem to be perceptibly improv- 

ing, and yet he was certainly apparently no worse than 

_he had been for the last five days. After breakfast he 

directed his son, Furman, to go down™to Spartanburg > ‘ 

and attend to some business that was weighing on his 


mind, and added: “Be sure to come back to-day, 
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Furman, for I may not live more than a day or two. 
However, [hope the Lord will spare my life at least one 
year longer.” He was inclined, as he had been for a 
week, to talk much about death, To a visitor who 
spoke of his lung and useful Jabors, he said, “T am 
depending solely on the merits of Jesus Christ to save 
me. I have done nothing.” The day was bright and 


pleasant—about the only such day in the month of 


January. Toward noon he walked out to a place some 
three hundred yards from his dwelling, where he had

In a few 
moments Mrs. Landrum heard the sound as of a heavy 
fall, fullowed by a long, deep groan; and running to the 
back piazza, she fuund him lying motionless on the floor. 
She attempted to revive him, but life had departed. She 
called, but the trumpet-toned voice of John Gill Lan- 
drum was hushed. forever.

And yet Landrum was an 
uncompromising Baptist, and did more to advance the 


Baptist cause than any man that has ever lived in Spar- 


tanburg county ; and in some directions, more than any 
man that has ever lived in the State of South Carolina. 


The above tributes are not those that are paid to time- 
servers and compromisers. They are the voluntary offer- 
ings that the true and good, of whatever name or creed, 
bring to the shrine of genuine manhood and departed 
worth. 

Tt is true, Landrum was no controversialist. 
doubtful if during his whole life, he ever once gave or 
acocpted a challenge to controversy on any point of 


religious doctrine. In the great themes of the atone- 


ment of Jesus Christ, of salvation by grace, of the utter 
depravity of the human heart, of repentance, regencra- 
tion, the goodness, mercy, lony-suffering, wisdom, holi- 
ness, and justice of God, and such kindred themes as 
proceeded from them, he found ample scope fer all the 
powers of his mind and heart. 

Tn vindication of the wisdom of his policy, as well as 
for the benefit of those who seem to think that it is the 
duty of a preacher of the gospel to be continually advo- 
cating the views of his own denomination, and attacking 
the views of others, and who are in danger of mistaking 
denominational zeal fur the true spirit of the gospel, we 


will relate one or two facts. 


It is 
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the day of his conversion he was impressed with the conviction that he ought to 
warn sinners to flee from the wrath to come. To drive away these feelings, he 
adopted the study of medicine, with the hope that his ministry to the physical 
sufferings of his fellow-creatures would be accepted in lieu of a ministry to their 
spiritual needs. He attended medical lectures at Augusta during the winters of 
1855 and 56, and after his graduation entered his profession, feeling sure that 
now he would be free from self-reproach. But no, there was no relief. The war 
between the States came on, and he entered the army among the first, as a pri- 
vate, inthe Oglethorpe Rifles. of the 8th Georgia Regiment. He passed through 
that terrible struggle unscathed, and having pledged himself to devote his life, if 
spared, to God’s service, it seemed that there was no way of escape from it, and 
he would be compelled to preach. But Satan suggested the fresh temptation, 
that as he had not lived a consistent life, he could exert no good influence, 
and therefore it would never do for him to preach. While in this state of 
mind he fell in company with Rev. A. D. Cohen, of North Carolina, a converted 
Jew, who had been stripped of all his worldly goods, and had taken refuge, with 
his family, in an unused railroad car. His sympathies were enlisted, he took the 
whole household home with him and gave them hospitable entertainment for a 
year or more. He hoped that thus he might satisfy his conscience and be at rest 
on the subject of preaching. He erected the family altar, for had he not a priest 
to minister thereat? He induced his guest to preach to the people, and was begin- 
ning to feel very secure; but Mr. Cohen was recalled to Newbern, and before he 
left he placed Dr. Landrum s duty so plainly before him that he erected the family 
altar that very evening. He was not satisfied with only this; but the Lord used 
a very humble instrument to urge his faltering steps forward. There wasan aged 
and pious negro man on the place who had obtained permission to hold social prayer 
meetings in the cabins, Dr. Landrum was near enough to hear their attempts at 
reading hymns and the Scriptures, and offered to perform that part of the service 
for them. This was the entering wedge; and though he tried to evade the duty, 
yet somehow he felt compelled to attend these meetings, and in a little while 
found himself singing, praying and preaching to them. Soon the whites began 
to attend; and there for months he labored with these people, and many were 
converted. About this time Dr. P. H. Mell made a visit to the neighborhood, 
and witnessing the gracious influences of the Spirit on the people, entered into 
the work, and urged the continuance of the meetings at the houses of families in- 
terested. In this way they were protracted for several months. The Big Spring 
church, Oconee county, hearing of his labors, called him as their pastor; but he 
bad not even been licensed to preach. There were several converts asking bap- 
tism, and no one to administer the ordinance. He was, therefore, ordained in 
November, 1867, by a presbytery consisting of brethren P. H. Mell, F. H. Ivey 
and J. M. Brittain. After that event he had the care of churches in Oconee 
county, of the church at Penfield, and, for a short time, of that at Covington. 
He was very pleasantly situated, preaching to New Hope and Macedonia 


churches in Greene county, when, in 1877, he was stricken down with nervous_.— ag 


prostration and disabled for more than.a year-from any pastoral work. His 
~ churches called other pastors, and he has never been able to resume his work. 
He returned to the practice of medicine, is now living at Union Point, and is con- 
sidered avery skillful physician. Though he struggled so much to stifle the con- 
victions of duty and kept out of the work so long, yet now, that he has been com- 
pelled to abandon the ministry, he grieves over it, and if circumstances permitted, 
would gladly return to the grand work of preaching Christ. He awaits marching 
orders, and stands ready, saying, if a waste place is to be filled, ‘ Lord, send me.” 
He still preaches as opportunity offers. In the ten years of his ministerial labors 
he has been very successful, having baptized over two hundred persons. He had 
few early advantages, but has made the Bible his study, and has prepared his ser- 
mons almost entirely without any other aid. He is an original thinker, speaks with 
ease and fluency, and is strong inargument. Herefers often to various commen- 
tators, comparing his own views with theirs; but he never allows a book of sermons 
in his library, as he says “‘it is too greata temptation.” He attributes all the good 
that is in him to the influence of a devotedly pious mother, who studied the word

nessee ; but he had, also, the great sorrow of losing, there, two most promising 
sons—Herbert, a journalist, and George, a law student—both of whom, aiter 
reaching maturity, died of the yellow fever in 1878, being unwilling to leave their 
parents. To that fated city the hearts of those parents will ever turn with the 
tenderest regard, because of the sacred dust reposing there, and the warm- 
hearted people and nob!e, united and loving church with which they have labored 
and suffered. 

In 1879 Georgia called her son home again. On the first of September in 
that year Dr. Landrum entered once more on pastoral relations with the 
Savannah church. The re-union was a pleasant and enthusiastic one; but in 
some respects it was a sad one. He left, in 1871, with four children, (having 
lost.two previously,) he returned in 1879 with his wife alone. His only daugh- 
ter had become the wife of Rev. B. W. Bussey, of Americus, Georgia ; his oldest 
son, W. W. Landrum, had also married, and was settled as pastor of the 
Augusta church. His two youngest sons had immolated themselves upon the 
altar of affection. 

Besides his pastorates, Mr. Landrum has occupied various other positions of 
honor and trust. For fifteen years he was Secretary of the Board of Trustees of 
Mercer University ; for five years member of the city school board of Savannah, 
and while in Tennessee, was elected President of- the State Baptist Convention. 
The degree of Doctor of Divinity was conferred on him in 1869 by two colleges— 
Georgetown College, Kentucky, Dr. N. M. Crawford, President, and Columbian 
College, Washington City, Dr. G. W. Samson, President. He is a theologian of 
the Andrew Fuller type; a strict communion missionary Baptist of the Virginia 
and Georgia style, and a man fully in accord with the great denominational en- 
terprises of the day. As a preacher, he is sound, practical, sensible and forcible; 
always earnest, solemn and serious ; with a good delivery, a command of choice 
language, and, while sometimes eloquent, always interesting, attractive and 

instructive. As to his sermons, he makes out a brief as early in the week as is 
practicable, and fills it up and collects his illustrations during the intervening 
days, and on Sabbath preaches without notes. Thus his sermons have all the 
appearance of coming fresh from the head and heart, while they are impregnated 
with book-knowledge and infused throughout with evidences of studied prepar- 
ation. He is a systematic preacher, leaves little to the inspiration of the moment, 
and seeks to reach the heart through the understanding.

WILLIAM WARREN LANDRUM. 


Rev. WILLIAM WARREN LANDRUM, eldest and, now, only son of Dr. S. 
Landrum and Eliza Jane Landrum, of Savannah, was born in Macon, Georgia, 
January 18th, 1853, and was converted in the same city, at ten years of age, 
while his father’s family were seeking safety from the Federal invasion which 
threatened Savannah, the home of the household. He was baptized March 25, 
1866, in his fourteenth year, and was admitted into the fellowship of the Savan- 
nah Baptist church. 

His early education was received at the Chatham Academy, in Savannah. 
Subsequently he entered Mercer University, but before graduating he went to 
Providence, Rhode Island, and was matriculated at Brown University, where he 
graduated with distinction at the Commencement of 1872. But nineteen years 
old, at that. time, and appreciatirg the absolute necessity of more advanced 
training in divinity, he became a student of the Southern Baptist Theological 
Seminary, at Greenville, South Carolina, where he remained two years, gradu- 
ating in nine of the thirteen schools, in 1874. 
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The Central Baptist church, of Memphis, Tennessee, of which his father was 
the pastor, called him to ordination, he being, at that time, a member of that 
church. The ceremony took place in Jefferson, Texas, during the session of the 
Southern Baptist Convention, in May 1874, the ordaining presbytery consisting 
of Dr. John A. Broadus, Dr. Wm. Carey Crane, Dr. Wm. Williams, Dr. H. A. 
Tupper, Rev. D. G. Daniell and Dr. S. Landrum. Two weeks later, he accepted 
a call to the Baptist church, at Shreveport, Louisiana, where he labored nearly 
two years, more than one hundred being added to the church during his pas- 
torate. Before leaving Shreveport, he was elected Superintendent of the Edu- 
cation of Ministerial Students of Mississippi College, Clinton, Mississippi; but 
declined the position, having just accepted a call extended to him by the First 
Baptist church of Augusta, Georgia. To that place he went in February, 1876, 
and there he still resides. : 

By his appearance, Mr. Landrum would be taken rather for a lawyer, than for 
a minister, being averse to any form of dress which would indicate his clerical 
calling, and believing that the ministry, not being a professzoz, but a défe, should 
be recognized not by apparel, but by deeds. As a Baptist, he is liberal, eschew- 
ing controversy, professing no sympathy with what is denominated “Old Land- 
markism,” and believing in the power of Gospel preaching and in the efficacy 
of a loving, cheerful piety, as means of winning souls to Christ. He believes 
in co-operation with the denominations usually styled “evangelical,” as far as 
possible, deeming that the ¢vu/hs held by Baptists have nothing to lose, but 
everything to gain, by being placed alongside of the evrors of Pedo-baptists ; 
hence he has no fellow feeling with those who seek to widen the differences 
between Baptists and other evangelical denominations. The Baptist principles 
to which he is most strongly attached are, religious freedom, the equality of the 
ministry, personal accountability, and a democratic form of government. With 
a spice of rationalistic tendency at times, he is strongly attached to old-fashioned 
revival services. Ordinarily, his preaching is calm, dispassionate and argument- 
ative. He generally preaches without notes, although, as the rule, his sermons 
are carefully written out. 

Fond of hunting, fishing, and other out-door sports, he is the chaplain of a 
cavalry company, and would not hesitate, should the necessity arise, to defend, 
as a soldier, the republican form of government of his country, or to resist, v7 e¢ 
armzs, encroachments on religious liberty. 

He was married, in his 22d year, to Miss Ida Louise Dunster, a descendant 
of Henry Dunster, first President of Harvard University, who was degraded 
from his elevated position and exiled from Massachusetts for accepting and 
adopting Baptist views. (See Life of Henry Dunster, by Rev. Dr. Chaplin, 
published by Osgood & Company, 1872, and Hzstory of the Dunster Family, 
by Samuel Dunster, Esq.) Two children have been born to them, both daughters. 

Mr. Landrum has fair complexion, with dark hair and eyes, is of a medium 
height, with good conversational powers. He is a good preacher and pastor, 


is thoroughly interested in-church and denominational : matters and, as one-of ————— 


the youngest among the prominent ministers of the State, he has, with applica- 
tion and the grace of God, the prospect of many years of increasing influence 


and usefulness. His sermons are analytical and finished, his points being clearly - 


stated and presented with method and precision. He is inclined to be practical 
rather than experimental, with no special pretensions to being pathetic or pro- 
found. His voice is good, and he has fine speaking abilities, which have been 
cultivated from childhood, and, at times, when under the inspiration of his 
subject, he is eloquent. ‘Kind and genial in disposition, he is cheerful and com- 
panion ble in his temperament, inheriting the eminent social qualities and 
powers of his excellent mother. He was very young to follow the long line of 
distinguished pastors of the Augusta church, but during a pastorate of four 
years he has grown in public favor, power and usefulness. 
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J. G. LANDRUM. 


Rev. J.G. LANDRUM was bornin William- 
son county, Middle Tennessee on the 22d of | 
October, 1810, He was baptized in the year 
1824, and removed to South Carolina in the | 
year 1828, In the nineteenth year of his age | 
he commenced speaking in public under a 
license granted by the Padget’s Creek Baptist | 
church, Union county, and was placed under 
the special care and oversight of its pastor, | 
Rev. Thomas Ray. He was ordained and | 
called to supply Mount Zion and Bethlehem 
Baptist churches, Spartanburg county, South 
Carolina, in the year 1830, when he was but 
twenty years of age. He has continued the 
pastoral relation with these churches to the 
present time, fifty years. He has supplied 
the New Prospect church, on North Pacolet, 
consecutively, forty-seven years. Under his - 
labors the Baptist church at Spartanburg Court-house was founded. — hen 
plied it as pastor twenty-five years. The elegant house in which this c a 
worships was build during his pastorate, at a cost of ten thousand dollars, al 
paid before the house was dedicated. He has given, as will be seen from this 
statement, fifty years to the ministry of the Gospel. His labors have been zeal- 
ous, self-sacrificing and constant. He has preached extensively in the churches 
contiguous to the field of his labors. ; ene 

He has baptized five thousand persons in the fifty years of his ministerial life. 
He supplies four churches, three of which are those named above, to which he 
was called when he was a beardless boy, fifty years ago. The four churches 
contain in the aggregate one thousand members. He is now in his 
seventieth year, his health as vigorous and his labors as abundant as they were 
in his palmiest days. J.G. Landrum commenced preaching with a good English 
education. which he has improved by every medns within his reach. 


_T. W. LANIER. 


“Many are the afflictions of the righteous, but the Lord 
delivereth him out of them al.” Uniting with the Little 
Ogeechee Baptist church in 1855, when he was but fifteen 
years of age (his birth being in 1840), Rev. T. W. LANIER 
was impressed, even at that early age of his life, with a 
deep conviction of duty to give himself to the responsible 
functions of the ministry. His church was also impressed 
that the Lord had a work for him to do, and before he was 
eighteen years old granted him a license to preach the 
Gospel as he might have opportunity. Realizing the mo- 
mentous responsibilities of this calling, and his want OR > ae ae 
mental culture, under the judicious advice of Rev. M. N. McCall, Sr., he entered 
the theological department of Mercer University, to prepare himself for the 
work to which he felt the Lord had called him. “Our best laid plans, by some 
mysterious providence, are sometimes deranged and broken; and young Lanier 
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counties, Florida. His soul was absorbed in his Saviour’s work, a work to which he 
gave his life. His form was erect and commanding, and his address earnest. 
Full of pathos, he appealed to sinners with tears to give their hearts to Jesus, 
In his declining years he delighted to recount the dealings of the Lord with him 
and to speak of the infinite love and fidelity of his blessed Lord, who, he said, 
“had fulfilled every promise made him.” 

He never had the advantages of an education, but was endowed from on 
high with that greatest and best of all gifts, a sincere and earnest piety. He 
died, as he had lived, trusting only in Jesus. He left behind him the partner of 
his bosom—who is truly a mother in Israel—seven daughters and one son. The 
results of the indefatigable labors of this pious servant of our Lord, will be 
known, but not until eternity unfolds them. 


A. W. LAMAR. 


Rev. A. W., son of Colonel Thomas G. 
and Mary (Whatley) LAMAR, was born on 
Beach Island, South Carolina, March 30th, 
1847. His religious impressions were of 
early origin. At the age of ten years, he 
was, for many weeks in a very dark and dis- 
tressed state of mind, because he thought 
that he had committed “the unpardonable 
sin.” He manifested great fondness for 
memorizing Scripture, and when but twelve 
years old could repeat whole chapters with- 
out the book, He took delight in reading 
the Sacred Volume to his father’s servants 
on Sundays, and, as the result, went by the 
sobriquet of “Parson.” In 1863, the Legis- 
lature of South Carolina sent him to the 
State Military School, as a tribute to the 
memory of his father, who at the time of 

his death was a member of that body, and 
who had distinguished himself at the battle of Secessionville, for the defense of 
Charleston. While a cadet in this institution, surrounded by a class of 140 
companions, only three of whom were professing Christians, he experienced “the 
change of heart,” July 4th, 1864, and was baptized three days later into the fel- 


lowship of the church at Columbia, by Rev. J. M. C. Breaker. His “first love” ~~ 


was ardent, and soon ripened into a conviction that he was called of God to 
the ministry. He conferred not with flesh and blood, but began at once, at 


Beech Island church, to warn sinners of the wrath to come. His friends gen-° 


erally looked on his decision as a boyish folly, and attempted to dissuade him 
from it, in view of the mechanical genius which he illustrated, during a year in 
the pasturate, by “ making, out and out, a buggy for himself, and ironing it off.” 
One said: “ You are a fool; you will spoil a good mechanician, to make a poor 
preacher.” His answer was: “I am willing to be called a fool, and to de a fool, 
for Christ’s sake.” These predictions of failure probably deepened his trust in 
God, and awoke him to a livelier sense of the necessity for thorough prepara- 
tion. At any rate, he sold his property and expended the proceeds in a course 
of study at Furman University and the Southern Baptist Theological Seminary, 
All that he was worth, pecuniarily, he gave in exchange for an education for the 
ministry. Assistance, indeed, was offered to him by the Association of which 
he was a member ; but he declined it, assigning as the reason that he had conse- 
crated his possessions to God for that purpose ! 
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He was ordained, January 15th, 1871, at Mount Zion church, Newberry county, 
South Carolina, by Revs. W. Williams and T. H. Pope, and served that church 
as pastor, during the year, with success. But the Baptist State Convention 
called him from the pastorate to the office of General Agent for State Missions, 
which he held for eight years, from January 1st, 1872, to January Ist, 1880. 
Here he showed himself a good organizer and a most untiring worker—traveling 
all over South Carolina many times, and seriously injuring his health by the won- 
derful amount of labor performed. During this time he employed ninety 
missionaries, established fifty-one churches, and raised $50,000 for the work, 
leaving it in a highly prosperous condition, and firmly grounded in the affections 
of the brotherhood. Driven by the state of his health to a sphere less laborious 
to the outward man, he assumed the pastorate of.the church at Camden, and 
tokens of his wonted efficiency manifest themselves; while he wields the pen 
for the benefit of the cause at large, being a fair writer, and as a member of the 
editorial staff of the Bapzzst Courzer, the denominational organ in the State, 
contributing much to the upbuilding of the paper. 

He has four children borne to him by his wife, whose maiden name was Miss 
Elizabeth Webb, and who was a daughter of Colonel John Webb, of Charleston, 
South Carolina, and a great granddaughter of Judge Thomas Heyward, one 
of the signers of the Declaration of Independence. 

Asa Baptist, he is sound to the core, having no sympathy with the false 
liberalism which threatens in some quarters to creep in among us, but leaning 
rather toward “Landmarkism!” In the pulpit he is a bold, fearless defender of 
our faith and practice, and has never been known to abate one jot or tittle of 
truth that he might please men. And yet he is greatly admired and generally 
beloved, for the ability, the candor and frankness, and the deep devotional spirit 
which characterize both himself and his preaching. As a public speaker, he is 
pathetic and tender rather than logical, addressing himself to the hearts of his 
hearers and usually winning them. Whoever hears him preach once will desire 
to hear him again and again. Asa minister, he is eminently free from the 
spirit of jealousy and envy, willing to take the lowest seat and obedient to the 
apostolic injunction, “In honor preferring one another.” ‘The chief features of 
his character are loyalty to Christ, love for the brethren, and ardent consecration 
to the Master’s work. A good looking man, five feet ten inches in height, with 
dark complexion, black eyes and hair, showing in the contour of the face his 
Huguenot descent, he is courtly in manners, winning in conversation, and, though 
sometimes suspected of egotism, easy of apjroach, and thankful for fraternal 
reproof. As a large-hearted Christian, he has worked for all good objects, and 
has never been a lover of filthy Iucre; at one time refusing to accept $300 of 
the salary voted to him as State Mission Agent. 


M. M. LANDRUM. 


The Landrums are an old and honored family that 
migrated from Virginia to Oglethorpe county, Georgia, 
several generations ago. Some of them figured in the 
Revolutionary war, and others were devoted and useful 
ministers of the Gospel. : ; 

Rev. M. M. LANDRUM, the son of Whitfield and Eunice 
Landrum, was born in Oglethorpe county, November roth, 
1833. He enjoyed such educational advantages as the 
common country schools afforded, which, of course, were 
limited. He was the subject of early religious impressions, —————————_" 
and when only sixteen years old professed faith in Christ and was baptized into 
the Antioch church, in his native county, by Rev. A. f.

The earliest account of Linson B. Landrum in Jones 
County is September 20th, 1850; the date the 1850 census was 
taken. At this time he states his occupation as a farmer and 
place of birth as Mississippi. He also states the origin of 
his mother and father as Mississippi. He is listed with his 
wife, Elizabeth. Linson is 27 years of age and Elizabeth is 


21. They have two children at this time: Jesse (2) and Martha 


(8/12) which means that she is 8 months old. The reason 
Linson is not located on earlier census reports is that the 
censuses taken prior to 1850 list only the name of the head 
of household. The children are listed in age brackets only, 
so there is little information available at this time to 
identify his father and mother. There are many Landrum 


families in this county, but there is little evidence at this 


time to determine Linson's parents. A Head of Household 
report taken in 1853 provides the following information: 
Linson Landrum has 4 males in his family, including himself, 
and 1 female, his wife, Elizabeth. According to the 1850 
census the 8 month old baby, Martha must have died because 
she is no longer listed on any other reports. And this 1853 
report only indicates one female in his household. On 
August 18, 1855, A deed book for Jones County gives the

The census report of 1870 states the folloawinas

On the 1880 census, Elizabeth and three children are 
found as living with Mr. Elijah Shoemake. Elizabeth is his 
housekeeper and on this reports she gives her marital status 
as a widow. The children are working on Mr. Shoemakes farm 
doing chores. The children are: Minerva (13), Erasmus (11) 
and Ransom (6). Between 1880 and 82, Elizabeth and Elijah 
sold most of their property and belongings, according to 
Jones County Deed records. They then moved to Texas. On April 
2, 1882 marriage records show Elizabeth married Elijah 
Shoemake in Nacogdoches County, Texas. The older sons, 
Maston, Jesse, Charles, John, Zachariah, and Stephen had come 
to Texas earlier. Records show that Maston, Zachariah, and 
Charles had come back to Jones County to dispose of Linson's 
estate. Deed record is dated April 17, 1878 that sold 200 
acres to Andy Smith. signed by Ellizabeth, Maston, Zachariah 
and Charles.

He was James J. Landrum born 1820 died 23 March 1886 of Jones 
County, MS. James J. Landrum received a land grant in Township 7N, Range 
11W in 1854 and bought some more land in the same township in 1855 along 
with his 2 brothers and a sister and her husband. We feel he was the start of 
what is now refereed to as the Landrum Community between Laurel and Ovett, 
MS His tombstone marker in the MT. Moriah Cemetery of Jones County has a 
Masonic embalm on it. I'm told itis a 32 degree embalm and possibly we could 
trace his father and grandfather through his Masonic file. 

We found you referenced in a book published by the Stricklands listing pre 
1850 Lodges and members. James J. Landrum was not listed in the book. We 
are in hopes you can help us or direct us to where we might find his file if it 
still exists. We found in the book that the returned files are kept in Meridian, 
MS. There was no reference as to who we might contact in Meridian 

We have an educated guess that his parents were Henry and Rachael 
Landrum. Henry was born in 1785 in SC and who came to MS Territory about 
1807 lived in Perry County then Jones County and died in Wayne County about 
1854. 

Through Land records we think Henry's mother was Widow Mary Landrum 
who was listed in the 1820 Perry County census. We have searched SC 
marriage records and find nothing to help us. 

No one has come up with any documentation as to who James J. Landrum's 
father was or his grandfather was. Several people have guessed and all are 
different. We know of probably 30 Landrum descendants looking for him or 
have looked for him and gave up. 

Any help or advice would be greatly appreciated not only by us but all the 
Landrum's of South East, MS, Texas and beyond.

I'm sorry I took so long in answering your letter. I have started 
several letters to you but have not finished any of them. First I dont have 
any major finds to report. 

I retired as of the first of 1994, then we went to Hawaii for our 40th 
wedding anniversary in April , then 1 worked getting our motor home ready 
for an extended trip to Canada. We were gone 74 days traveled 12,000 miles, 
during June, July and August. 50 you can see I havent done much genealogy 
on the Landrum family this year. 

October. ist we went to the Tz. Landrum family reunion near 
Beaumont Tz, several researchers were there, and I guess that got me going 
again. This week we just got back from Edgefiels 3.C. 1 thought we could find 
something on Absolum Landrum or possibly something about his father. If 
he was the Charles Landrum that appears next to Absolum in the 1790 S.C. 
census, we thought we might find some information to help connect Jones Co. 
Ms. Landrums to Edgefield Co 5.C. We really struck out. We went through 
cemetery cerisus church records , genealogy books, what ever we could find 
in an archives library and the Edgefield library. We did find that Charles 
Landrum made a" Deed of Gift"dated June 13, 1793, where he had 2 sons, 
Thomas and Charles and 2 daughters Mary and Patience. no ages were 
listed. It is possible these gifts were for children living at home at the time, 
since none of them were in the census yet The information came from Deed 
book 6 1793-1794 Edgefield Co. pages 219-221. According to Dr. Shedd 
Charles Landrum was a brother of Samuel Landrum both being sons of John 
#2 Landrum who settled in Chatham N.C. about 1754. 

One other piece of information you sent was a helped in locating 
Barnabus Landrums family. You sent me Kathryn Slattens book about 
Barnabus. as a result of that information we had Barbra Hanson and her 
brother Robert Landrum of Port Arthur come to the Landrum family reunion 
in east Tz. last year. They went to houston the next day and got in touch 
with Kathryn Siatten and got an updated version of her book. They and 
Kathryn are both descendents of the Barnabus line. 

Finding Barnabus Landrums descendents answered a question we 
have had for years, as to why Olivias grandfather William Henry ° 
Horne"Landrum went to Tz . after he lost an arm in the battle at Vicksburg. 
Barnabus's son Gabrial settled in Fanette Tx. just 15 miles from where Olivias 
grandfather married the first time to Phobe Wright in Nome Tz. The house 
they lived in when they got married still stands today. 
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This year Ester Anderson and her husband from Houston came to the 
Tz. Landrum reunion that was held near Beaumont Tx. She is a descendent of 
Ruth( Penny ? } Landrum who she thinks was a daughter of Henry and 
Rachael Landrum of SE. Ms. If that is so and the brothers we think are 
Henry and Rachael family it would tie a bunch of people together. 

I have started trying to piece together the Landrums from Va. 
Suppriseingly how many pieces of information you sent fits in to the overall 
family , like William Riley Landrum of Perry Co coming from Reubens, son of 
John *2 and the family data sheet about Joseph Landrum of Tenn. who 
appears to be from a John and Mary Landrum talked about in Shedds book 
where he discounts them as being the John and Mary his line came from , 
Also the letter from Elise Harvey Jennings of Lanham Md. about George 
Landrum who was son of Samuel of Edgefield 3.¢. 

I figure if 1 can't trace Henrys father in Ms. and Ala. records maybe If 
[ started with the Landrums of Va. and pieced them together from that 
direction 1 might find who Henrys father was . 

While we were in Edgefield we learned about Samuels son Abner who 
started a pottery industry there. Several of his family were in the pottery 
business. They made containers large enough to hold 40 gal. , some were 
signed. He had 40 slaves making pottery. The pottery slaves formed a sub 
culture as some could read and write. 

While in Edgefield we met 4 Marie Mims who is doing research on her 
family which includes The Samuel Landrum line. 1 gave her your address 1 
hope you dont mind. She seemed to be more interested in personal history of 
her direct line and their spouses. 

We also heard about a book by Maggie Landrum Murphy “ The South 
Mississippi Landrums “Do you know any thing about it? Also another book 
was about a Charles Landrum a descendent of Reuben 61729 and was the 
son of John *2. It was written by Novalyne Price Ellis who lives 710 Alonda 
Dr. Lafatette La. 70503. We havn't tried to contact her yet. 

The information I sent to you on James J. and Dorcas Boutwell 
Landrum Is taken from the census and family knowledge It should be true 
with the exception of some recent births and deaths. Olivias Step 
grandmother Anna Bell Landrum the second wife of James Clay Landrum 
recently died, however she would not talk to us about the family. In fact 
when Glenda Moss of Ovett Ms. started researching the family, Anna Bell 
asked Glendas mother to have Glenda stop the research. Anna Bell was a 
second cousin to James Clay she was the granddaughter of Henry Marshall 
Landrum. She married James Clay when he was elderly. 
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We found that Dorcas Boutwell Landrum was living with her daughter 
Ida Landrum Overstreet near Clara Ms.in the 1910 census. Just in the past 
few years the Overstreet family have erected a toomstone for “Grandmother 
Dorcas Boutwell". Onice Landrum of Bridge City Tz. has a picture of her and 
has promised to send us one. I have not contacted anyone in the Overstreet 
family to see what they know about the family. 

In your information you had a note from Alice Broaddus of Houston 
who would like to exchange information on the Va. Landrums , Do you have 
her address? 

I cannot begin to thank enough for the package of information you 
sent. I keep going back to it and see useful information. If You are interested 
in any thing 1 might have I will be ever so glad to send you what I have. 

Today I went to the LD& library in Metairie . 1 found a descendance 
chart on John Landrum 61671 who Dr. Shedd listed as one of the original 
brothers and one on Samuel b1709 who appears to be the son of James . The 
Samuel chart lists an Isham Landrum 61780 in Va.1 printed out a chart on 
Isham, it was an 6 page report with some poeple in Edgefield 3.C. from about 
1793 through 1821 { little late for us ) Then most of them are in Utah and 
Wyoming Well like I say if you are interested I'll send them to you. 

Well | havn't told you anything you want to hear so I'd better close 
with another thank you

Dear Mrs. Edwards: 


You may or may not remember me. I attended the seminar in March, 1995 
that you conducted. At the time, I was living in Ocean Springs, selling 
my house, and returning to Virginia. To make a long story short, I am 
descended from Jesse M. Landrum through his son, Wiley H. Landrum - 
through his daughter, Julia Ann Landrum who married Charles Lorenzo 
Downing Hill (my grandfather). 


I know, from reading the Landrum files in the Pascagoula Library, that 
you were trying to find the link between South Carolina and Mississippi 
Landrums. In my line, Jesse M. Landrum was born In South Carolina in 
1801. I find him in the 1830 census for Jones County, Mississippi, 
along with Henry and Absolem - obviously his brothers. Also on the 1830 
census for Perry County, Mississippi, is another Absolum and Mary, 

age 40 - 60, most certainly the mother. I am not telling you anything 
that you do not already know. Mary also appears on the 1820 census for 
Perry County, Mississippi - most certainly a widow. Jesse M. who would 
have been about 19, is probably one of the males under the 16 - 18 
category. This group has the strong look of a familv, and with a 

son named Absolum, it probably relates back to the Ahsolum in Edgefield 
County, SC on the 1790 census next to Charles Landrum. It is listed 
again on the 1800 census for Edgefield County, SC - this time twice, 


Before I confuse or bore you too much, I will go on to Wiley H, and 
probably add new material to the file. Wilev H. was married only once 
and that was to Eliza Craven Spradlev. On the 1850 census for Newton 
County, Mississippi, she is shown with her husband, William Spradley, 
along with Irena - 7; Elias - 5; Richmond - 3; and Robert - 11 months. 
On the 1860 census for Wayne County, Mississippi, Irena, - age 16: 
Elias - age 14; and Richmond - age 9 - are listed with Wiley Landrum. 
In fact, they are listed twice - the first census taker listed them 
on October 11, 1860, and the second one on October 13, 1860. To make 
matters worse, I have to tell you that twins are predominant in my 
grandmother's family, and it looks like they may have been in Eliza's 
case also. If vou will notice, there are two children - 9 years of age -* 
Richmond and Josiah, I am not certain as to which familv Harriet (aqe 
4 - born 1856) belongs to. John, age 1, is definitely Wiley H.'s son., 
born 1859. I do not know when Eliza and Wiley H. married, nor exactly 
when they moved to Vancleave, Jackson Countv. From what I can see of 
the research done on Landrum marriages - I think they may have been 
married in Newton County - just a guess, Being so far removed from 
Mississippi, I do not have the access to county records that you do, 


I have a copy of a land purchase certificate for Wiley H. dated 

May 2, 1859. I am not certain as to whether it is land in Wavne 
County oy Jackson County. Perhaps vou can pin that down. Also, 
there is the 1866 State Census listing Wiley H. in Wavne County. 

My grandmother, Julia Ann, is listed under the females age 2 - 10. 
She was born March 17, 1864. T alwavs thoudht she was born in 
Vancleave, Jackson Countv. Her death certificate states that she was. 
However, it also savs that Eliza was born in Waynesboro, Miss., while 
she says on the 1870 and 1880 censuses, that she was born in South 
Carolina.

As far as Sarah Amy - age 41 - on 1860 census is concerned - this is 

not Wiley H.'s wife. She - I am guessing - is probably a Craven or a 
Spradley relative. On the 1850 census for Jones County - where Jesse M,'s 
family including Wiley H. is listed their next door neighbor is 

James Craven who is obviously Eliza's brother. James has a daughter 

named Sarah, age 4, on the 1850 census. This Sarah would be 14 on the 
next census. Possible the census taker reversed the numbers, He 
certainly counted some families twice. 


Also on the 1850 census for Jones County, next to the listing for Jesse ™. 
there is a Richmond Craven with a Sarah. Jesse M. and James Craven are 
families #271 and 272 on page 135; Richmond Craven is #298, page 136. 

I say, because Sarah Amy is definitely not Wilev H.'s wife in 1860 census, 
she must be a relative or in-law. 


I think Eliza was busy having a haby - her dauchter Alice was born 
in 1860. She is definitely listed on 1870 census - aqe 10. She does 
not apnear on 1880 census, 


I have tracked some of the Spradley children. Irena Jane, Flias and 
Richmond settled in Jackson Countv. Rohert must have died. MIooks 
like the same for Harriet. I have not come across anvthing on Alice 
Landrum: however, she mav have married in her teens, 


I came across the 1850 census group for William Spradlev and Eliza 
quite by accident. I was rolling the Newton Countv tape, looking for 
my grandfather's family - Charles Lorenzo Downing Hill whose father 
was Henry S. Hill. Thev evidently moved from Alabama in 1860 and 
settled in Newton County. I hope this helps to straighten out a 

little of the Landrum puzzle, at least as far as Wilev H. is concerned, 


I would love to make the connection between South Carolina and Jones - 
Wayne County, etc. I think it must be Charles #III-5. Quite possibly, 
Absolum is his son, born in Chatham Countv, N.C... 2 «2 » Also, 

auite possibly, Jesse is the son of Absolum. Maybe. 


I would reallv love to go to one of the Landrum reunions spoken of 

in the files in Pascagoula. Mavhe vou could put me on the right track. 
Also, I would like to get a copy of Kathryn E. Slatten's book, "The 
Landrum Family of Beaumont, Texas. I do not have an address for her. 
Could you give it to me? I have familv in Beaumont - have had for 
vears. If Barnabus was the brother of Jesse, and if Rebecca Smith was 
the sister (?) of Jemima Elleanor Smith, then this family is mine. 


Hope to hear from you.

I have meant to reply to your letter of last Cctober for these 
many months, and must apologize for not having done so.First of all, 
ag you probably do not know, I am not often at home. Since the date 
of your letter, I have been to Saudi Arabia, Turkey twice, Iran, 
India, Spain, Germany, France and England three times. Thus, I 
am not always able to keep up with my correspondence as promptly 
as I would like - in fact, I have have trouble keeping my personal 
affairs in order. 


In addition, it was some while before I could dig out some of 
my old notes. I have finally done so, but I am afraid I can't add 
too much to what you already havee I have never actually done any 
family or genéological research, but did once sit down some years 
ago with some of my family, including my grandmother, Carrie de 
Priest, before her death. 


According to the information I have, my grandmother, Carrie, 
was born in Illinois on Dec. 25, 1870. She died Nov. 20, 1944. 
Her parents were Hdward dePrigest and Lucinda defriest. Edward 
was born in Mississippi in the 1820s, was a plantation overseer 
and died during the Civil war. His grave site is on S. Robinson 
Ste in NO, now occupied by a Negro school. Lucinda was born in 
the 1850s (place unknown) and died in 1890, at Thalia and White 
Sts. in NO. She is believed buried in Greenwood Cemetery. My 
notes indicate that BERABSX perhaps Edward and Lucinda were cousins. 
I don't have Lucinda's maiden name, unless possibly it was also 
déFriest. In fact, it seems to my I heard my grandmother say that 
thiswas sO». Also, for what it is worth, my grandmother had some 
cousins named Parker in Arkansas. 


And that is about the extent of it. As you probably know, but 
perhaps to round out your information, my grandmother had four 
sisters and one brother. These were: Mattic Weaver, dedeased, 
who had two children, Mattie (deceased) and Leona; Mittis Stroh- 
meyer (deceased), who had five childred, Jos, Lola, Mittie, Annis, 

and Johnny; your greatgrandmother, Laura, who had six children; 
Lucy Booth, dsesased, who had five children, Katis, Huchice, 
Sylvester, George and one other whose Name I lack; and Eddie (de- 
ceassd), who had two children, Laura and Hilda. 


And that cleans me out, as far as my information is concerned. 
I'm sorry I can't be of more help to you. Incidentally, I wonder 
from which of the five children above of the original deFrissts 
this lady, Norma dePrigst Core, is descended. 


If you uncover any further information going back, I would be 
interested - sspecially if you can trace the original origin in 
Frnace. On my next visit there I might be able to look into thise
